German, or 1200 Engliſh Miles. This 
great Territory is divided into many large 
Provinces, which give alſo names to, or re- 
ceive them from their principal Cities; the 
Chief whereof is that of oo_ called 
by the Inhabitants, and by ws Mulko, frome 
whence alſo the whole Region is called 
Muſkovy. The Country is ſandy and plain, 
but welnigh impaſſable,by reaſon of the mul- 
titude of Lakes and Rivers,ſave in the Win- 
ter,which is long,and inſufferably cold; but 
m0 of their Commerce is driven then upon 
their Sleds and Ice. The Summer 7s in its 
turn as violently hot, and ſeems the more 
intenſe by reaſon of its ſhort ſtay 3 ſufficing 
howſoever to ripen their Herbdge, and Corn, 
and Fruits; eſpecially ſuch as ſurvived' the 
rigor of the cold. It abounds in Flax and 
Hemp , and an immenſe quantity of Ho- 
ny; the Woods,which are many and great, 
being filled with ſwarms of Bees, as alſo 
of Birds and of wii Beaſts + the precious 
Furs of the later bring in ſuch high eſter: 
in the world. Tie Inhabitants ( we will 
except thoſe of the firſt Rank ) are barba- 
rows, yet cunning, unfaithful, immeaſura- 
bly debanched, Inxuriows, cruel; and yet ſo 
' ſervile, that they glory in it. The Nobility 
think it an hanour to be eſteemed the moſt 
abject 
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abje@? of Slaves to their Princes 5 but they | 
again inſult and tyrannize over their Vaſ= | 


fals, though all acknowledge the Deſpotick 
power of their Duke; who 'is ſo abſolute, 


of every individual :; being fettered by no 
Law butthat of his will, which 3s as exten- 
ſfroe as his pleaſure. In a word, there is no 
Government in the world where the Prerg- 
gative of the Prince and the Servitude 4 
the People are greater. For all this, He ad- 
mits of a precarious Conncil, many of thene 
of the Clergy, the better to impoſe upon the 
ignorant and ſuperſtitions Commonalty , 
who. think nothing Sacred that they have 
2:0t conſented to, nor nothing hard that has 
their approbation. Their chief Strength 
conſiſts in their Cavalry, all Gentlemens 
Sons : for none are eſteemed Noble, who do 
not ſerve in tbe War. When all theſe meet, 
#bey are accounted 80000 3 and that is as 
oft as the Great Duke pleaſeth : theſe have 
Land and Stipends allotted for their ſub- 
frſtance. The Foot all Fire-men, are 12000 
in ordinary pay 3 nor are there any Stran- 
gers imployed, but upon extraordinary oc- 
cahions. Whereas our chief care is to pro- 
vide Vicuals for our Armzes, their Prince 
takes none at all for his 5 every Souldier:

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that he is Sovereign of the lives and fortunes 
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being hzs own Purveyor, aud content 27th 4 
little, ſcarce uſtng any thing but Bisket and 
Meal. If they were as brave as they are ſtrong, 
and underſtood War as well as hardſbip,yhat 
could reftft their numbers and power £ But 
they are beavy, and ſo addifed to ſervi- 
lity, that they ſcarce deſire, ſeldom acquire 
any great matters. Tet they have one other 


. excellent quality, eſpecially in Garriſon,

| States-man had in the interim withdrawn 


himſelf from all publique buſineſs, to the 
retirements of a Countrey-houſe. All 
things in this State had a tendency towards 
confuſion 3 ſame not daring, others not 
willing tolay hold upon the Goverament: 
and indeed, all the prime Miniſters being 
raiſed by his Favour, not ſecure in the 
Counſlels of each other, were emulous who 
ſhould firſt conduct him to the Throne. 
In order whereto, they attend him with 
their Submiſhons and Addrefles that he 
will take upon him the proteCtion of a di- 
ſtracted State. The people tranſported 
by the apprehenſions of their Ruine, ſe- 
conded the Nobility with their Tmportu- 
nities. The Clergy, whoſe ſafety confiſt- 
cd in the Peace of the Empire, brought'in 
their Supplications. The Nuns quit- 
ted their Cloyſters, and inſtead of pray - 
ing for their exquiſite Artiſt , offer up 
their Prayers $0 tum as their Tutelary Saint 
or Angel. The very Children, as if ſway- 
ed by a Supernatural Impulſion, beſieged 
him with Tears and Cries. And what he. 
denied to all thete Sollicttations either a- 


part

part or united, ſuppoſing them to have a 


reſpect to him only, not to themſelves ; he 
grants, as he declared, to the neceſlity of 
his Country 3 which being without a 


Head, and noman willing to undertake . 


the care, he muſt offer violence to his own. 
nature, rather than expoſe fo glorious an' 


Empire as a prey to every Invader. Who 
could all this while, under fo dark a Veil, 
ſuſpef him guilty of Poyſoning his Sove- 
reign, and the Murther of his Prince, to 
make way for his Crown, preſented to 
him feveral times in vain by all the Orders 
of the Empire ? But permitting himſelf at 
length to be overcome, he proteſted that 
he had given that to their importunity 
and the love of his Country, which he 
ſhould for ever have denied to his own 
Honor and Greatneſs, and the Advance- 
ment of his Houſe to ſo Illuſtrions a 


Rank. He confeſſed himſelf too weak ; 


for ſo great a Burthen ; but Courting the 
Aid of his Petitioners to his Afliſtance, he 

romiſed his utmoſt Endeavours to anſwer 
the obligingaeſs of ſo Unanimous and Ho- 
norable an Election, wherewith they were 
pleaſed to fignalize him above his Fel- 
lows : And tince they had marked him 
_ out for their Empzrour, he would no lon- 


ger 
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ger Queſtion their Judgment, but chear- 
fully receive the Honour of that Truſt ; 
which he would die rather than betray or 
relinquiſh, but into their hands who com- 
mitted it to him. He aſſured them, that 
where he could not equal his Predeceflors 
in Glory and Merit, he would ſurpaſs them 
in Temperance, Evenneſs of Government, 


 . andthe Impartial dutribution of Juſtice to 


his People ; as deriving his Greatneſs from 
their choice, and dedicating it wholly to 
their Service and Intereſt, | 
' Boris being thus come to the Crown, 
ſhewed no leſs wiſdom and condud in 
conſerving his Dignity, than he had exerci-

their change is natural. 
Demetrias was {carce warm 1n his Seat, 


when the Lords either taking it for grant- | 


ed that he was an Impoltor, or weary of 


that Inſtrument wherewith they had ſer- | 


yed themſelves to reveuge upon Boris and 
his Family the Cauſe of the Blood-Royal 
of Riſſze, began to form a Conſpiracie a- 
gainſt his life ; which being ſecured by 
his Guard of Poles and other Forreners, 


their firſt defigne was to remoye them, the 


better thereby. to break 1n upon him. Tn 
order to this, they took all opportunities 
to breathe their Moans and Complaints 
to ſuch as they knew to be in favour a- 
bout him : That it was the anguiſh of their 
Souls, after the Teſtimony given by them 
of their Loyalty, to find their Prince re- 
tain doubtful thoughts concerning them ; 
which they collected from his employ- 


vag Poles and other mercenary Strangers to | 


guard his perſon, as 1f he could be more 
fafe in their hands, than in thoſe of his 
native Subjects , who could do no les 
than conicer © themſelves neglected , i

| feaſt to ſee the Royal Perſon of their Em- 
 perour in the hands of ſtrangers, as if to 
defend him againſt his own Subjects : That 
| it was a new thing in /#4hovy to have 
a Life-guard of Forreners, and did more 


argue the fears of an Uſurper, than the aſ- 
ſurances of a legitimate Prince ; and that 
they ſhould underſtand theſe kinde of 
Guards, ( were they not well aſſured wi 


the Clemericic of their Great Duke) a 


Executioners of his diſpleaſure, when ho 
ſhould pleaſe to look back 1nto thoſe times 
when hey had obeyed the commands of 
the Tyrant Boris. Thus did the Lords whife 


| per their griets,as they call'd them, but with 


ſo great modelty , that Dexetrizs bein 
acquainted with them, and with what 


| tenderneſs and reſpe& they were uttered, 


reſolved to comply entirely with them, 
and togive up himicli abſolutely into the 
arms of his own people 3 being fo 
ſtrangely deluded with this ſeeming kind- 
nels, that he not only diſmitſed his Guards, 


bat his A uxiliaries beſides, The Confpi- 


| rators having got over theſe great ſteps, 


drew more iato their Party, whereby the 
Plot was rendered more publike, till at 
laſt it reacht the ears of Deadline. who 
too late repenting his unadviled credulity, 

would 
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would yet make appear his reſentment of 
this Treaſon; and cauſing fome to be ap. | 
prehended, they were tortured till they | 
confetled the whole deſigne, and that they | 


had been induced to it by the infinuations 


of Baſtlizs Zuiskzi, who aflured them, that | 


his Highneſs was not the Son of John Ba- 
flizs, but an Impoſtor ; the Interment of 
Demetrizs having by Boris been com- 
mitted to his particular care. He confel- 


fed indeed,that in compliance with the ma- | 


Iignity of the Times, and to preſerve him- 
ſelf from ruine, he had upon the Uproar 
in the City, when Demetrizs was at the 


Gares, affirmed, that the Son of a Prieſt at | 
Uelecksz had been put in the place of De- 
metrixs, and was killed upon the ſfuppoii- | 


tion of his being the Prince ; but that all 


this was a falſe ſuggeſtion of his own, to | 
gratifie the fury of the peaple, who would | 


have involved him in the ruines of Borss, 


had he denid it. Duke Baſlins Znicki | 
being apprehended, and the Rack pre- | 
ſented to him ( the readieſt expedient for | 
diſcoveries, and commoaly uſed 1m that | 
Country ) he confeſſed the whole Charge; | 
whereupon he was condemned to loole his F 
head: in order whereunto, being conduct- | 
ed to the Scatfold, and placed upon his F 

| Knees | 
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Knees to receive the fatal ſtroke, the Exe- 


cution was ſtopped, and he not only par- 
doned, but recerved into particular favour 
and nearneſs about Demeirizs; who by an 
ill computation of his Afﬀairs, took this 
way, firſt ofexpoſing and terrifying them 
as Criminals, and then taking them into 
his boſom as Friends 3 not conſidering, 
that diſobligations ſtick cloſer than kind- 
neſles 3 and that they who had laid a de- 
ſigne for his ruine, were not to be divert- 
ed from 1t by the Courtſhip of words. 
If we look into the Affairs of the world, 
we {hall find that the induſtrious man 15 
not always rich ; there are that riſe early, 
and yet eat the bread of caretulneſs : 
Wealth comes many times by a lucky 
hit, and a fortunate man 1s ſerved by a con- 
currence, or rather contederacie of Acct- 
dents, which in the judgment of right 
Reaſon would more probably &end to his 
ruine. Demetrizs was a notabBproof of 
this, in his prodigiovs riſe to the Empire of 
Anja, towards which he had done little 
more than perſonate a fit Subject to be op- 
poſed againſt the Intcrefis of Borzes, He 
owed his acquifitions to Fortune, and the 
giddy humour of the wavering People 
and his ruinc to his own inconfiderate- 


ols 
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neſs and want of Condudg. He profecu- 
ted the Family of Boris beyond what was 
 conliſtent with the State of Great Duke 
of Ruiſzz 5 above ſeventy Families of that 
Kindred and Party being baniſhed by him, 
dividing the Spoils amonglt his forein Au- 
x1ltaries 3 giving out that he would plant 
the Kingdom with Colomes of ſtrange 
Nations. 
dreadful Apprehenſtons of his Tyranny, 
and imbarked the Lords in the fame pre- 
judice, to find themſelves neglected in the 
adminiſtration of Juſtice, and the ſame 
managed according to the appetite and 
fancie of the Poles. 

To all this, he gave the Je/nites publike 
Churches and dwellings, and to atl of that 
Perſwaſton the free Exerciſe of it. He 
had indeed himlelf bezea brought up in 
the Roxiſh Religion, which might in 
ſome mealifge have warranted the Profeſ- 
ſion of tn his own Chappel (though 
Henry the Fourth of France diſpenſcd 
' with his former Faith upon his acceſſion 
to the Crowa ) endeavouring thercoy to 
cure the Jealoultes of the people, who gre 
no way fo fervently engaged, as upon the 
the account of Coalctenc2. But Deme- 


trixs his publike deſpiling of the Rites of 


the 


This fill'd the people with

the Greek Charch, and his. ſo open endea- 
yours to introduce that of the Latins, ab- 

horr'd by the people, gave the firft ſhock 
to their affections 3 and then his Habit, 
 Garb, and Geſture being wholly Forein; 
the Commonalty, who ſee but the outſide, 
and make their judgment by that, con- 
clude his Inclinations were ſo too. But 
what wrought moſt eftectually upon thoſe 
that underſtood beſt, was, to diſcern a 
lightneſs 1n his Behaviour, bearing no pro- 
portion with {ſo exalted a Quality as 
he bore in the world ; little Gravity,and 
ls Judgment in the manage of publike 
Aﬀairs, meaſuring concerns of a different 
nature by the ſame Standard. From this 
{hort-ſightedneſs, being but newly inveſt- 
ed in the Royalty, he denounced War a- 
painſt the Swedes 3 and with the ſame va- 
nity writ to King $7g7/zrund,that he would 
arm againſt the Tark and Tartar, betore 
he knew the Conſtitution of his own Em- 
pire, or by what eſtabliſhment an Army 
Was to be maintained. 

| Demetrizs being. Crowned Emperour, 
his next care was the matter of his A- 
mours; thoſe Paſſions were {till alive in 
im 3 and he had ſo much of the Conſtan- 
e of a Lover, as to invite Mariza to the 
Par- 
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participation of his Greatneſs : Upon this | 
con(ideration, he difpatcht a ſplendid Er þ 
baſly into Polard, with a Prefent of the þ 


Jewels of the Crown of an ineſtimable va. 
lae. The Palatine of Sardozriria had in- 


deed deſerved well from him; but the No-f 
bility of 24:ſcovy abhorred the thought 
that the Treaſure of their Empire ſhould | 


be havocked away upon that Negotiation, 
which no way quadrated with their Ap- 
petite : however, this concern fell out 6 
far luckily for Demetrims, that it reſpite! 
his fate ; for the Confpirators having laid

over ; leſt by quitting their hands of ther

The Church-Ceremonics being finiſh- 
ed, his Majeſty entertained the Bride at a

latine of Sandomiria, the Embaſſadors of 


Perſia, with all the Publike Miniſters theri 
at Court, were invited to it : where at 
| the Iaſt Courſe, thoſe Jewels ſent by De- 


metrizs to his Marina, and the Palatine her 
F ather, to the value of two hundred thou- 


find Ducats, were ſerved up to the Ta- 
1 ble 
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ble inſtead of Fruit ; which in ſo Ilitſtris 
ous an Afſembly ſpoke the Magnihcence 
of the Rifs, and ſatisfaction of the Bride, 
to be courted at ſo valuable a Rate. 

About the end of Jaz. 1607, the Bride, 
accompanied with the Embaſladors of et- 
ther Nation, the Palatine her Father, and 
Duke Conſtantine Wiſnuioweski, and many 
other Perſons of Quality, and a ſplendid 
Train, having taken her leave of the King 
and Court of Poland, ſet forwards towards 
Mu#xko; andon the 26th of April entred 
the Imperial City ; being met by the way 
by Peter Boſmanno, attended by a great 
number of the Nobility, who conduGed 
her into, and through the City , which 
was fitted and accommodated according 
to the Mode of the place upon ſuch occu 
ſtons; the Citizens being diſpoſed 1n ther 
Formalwics, to make a paſlage for her; 
and the ſtreets ecchoing her Welcome 
with the confuſed noiſes of the Peopl:, 
Trumpets, Cymbals, and other forts of 
Mulick. Being arrived at the Palace, ſheÞ 
was received by Demetrivs with all the i} 
maginable demonſtrations of Joy and Af-J 
tection. She alſo was not wanting in a 
very obliging reception of the Great La 
dies that were preſented to her : and at 

PT 0 te 
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ter a ſhort ſtay at Court, ſhe, after the. 
manner of that Country, was condudted 
back to the Monaſtery where the Empreſs 
Dowager was, and where ſhe was accom- 
modated with an Appartment till the ce- 
lebration of the Nuptials, Four days af- 
ter, ſhe was removed from thence to ang- 
ther APpPornent , prepared for her in 
Court, and Royally furniſhed, 11 order to 
her Marriage, velich was the day follow- 
ing after Evening-prayer performed by 
the Patriarch. The Scepter, the Applc, 
and the Sword, were born before the Em- 
perour ( the Great Duke of Aſvrkovy al- 
ſuming that Title ) and the Crown where- 
with the Empreſs was to be adorned 
was carried before her upon a Cuſhion of 
Crimſon-Velvet, the Walls of the Church 
being hung w ith the fame Liv ery, bordc 
red with a deep Fringe of Gold: The 
Church-ccremony et aded, they vere bot Th 
of them, with their Crowns upon the 
Heads, conducted back to the Palace 4 vj 
the Cannon, Bells, and Mufick 1n the 
Town thundring, ringing, and playing 
without intermifion ) vw here the ſuccecd= 
ing night was waited in Feaſting, U.in- 
ing, Balls, Maſks, and other Revels pro- 
Row for the Divertiſements of Kings 2h! 
H 2 Great 
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Great Perſonages. The Solemnity was 
continued the next and other following 
days, with all thoſe Delights and Plea- 
ſures which the Wit of Rxſſza could in- 
vent, no exceſs being ſpared which might 
- improve the State and Magnificence of the 
Nuptials,till the 16th, the fatal Eve of the 
enſuing Tragedy. 

We have already given you {ome ac- 
count of this Emperours diſadvantages in 
the peoples eſteem, and by what ways 
he loſt ground amongſt them; his manner 

of living bearing no proportion with the 
ſtation wherein he was placed. He was 
much to ſeek in the Art of Government ; 
neither had he diſcretion to make right 
application of the Advice of his Coun- 
ct], or indeed to be nnich amongſt them; 
his whole time being ſpent in the Society 
of Players, and ſuch other Mimicks, 
whereby his Nature being vitiated, he 
grew - protuſe of the Treaſures of the 
Crown 3 which were ſo ſtrangely wa- 
[red amongſt his Rabble, that to enu- 
merate their ſuni , muſt needs raiſe the 
Readers admiration. They ſpeak of 
many Myriads of Gold and Silver, and 
twelve Buſhels of Pearl, and. other Jew- 


Els; and to have this prodigious ſtock of 


Riches 
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Riches havocked away in a few months, 
rendered him the hate and ſcorn of the 


Noblesz which was heightned by his 1n- 


 troducing of forein Habits and Cuſtoms a- 


moneglt them ; a people tenacious, .cven to 


\ Superſtition, of the old Manners and Ce- 


remonies derived to them from their Fa- 


thers. All this being put together, did fo 


| enflame them, that what they firſt delign- 
| cd out ofa levity in their nature, was now 


purſued upon the ſcore of Juſtice, as be- 
ng called to it by Divine Impulfion, to 
chaſtiſe this Maſhrome of a Prince; whoſe 
growth being - prepoſtcrous, his end was 


likewiſe fo. 


Bablins Znishi, to the reſt of his Ar- 
puments to conſpire the rune of this 
Prince, had now an addition of Revenge 
toadd to the heap, for that publike 
reproach laid upon him, not to be can- 


celled by. new favours. He confider- 


ed, that 'the next tranſgrefſion would be 
leverely puniſhed upon him, and that he 


only hel his life at the will of a Tyrant; 
In whoſe power it was every moment to 
renew the old Judgment againſt him. He 
Was not wauting to inflame the Lords and 


people with a zeal, as he termed it, to the 


* Pintereſt of their Countrey ; who had ta- 


' 
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ken fire to that height, that they uſed to 
diſcourſe publickly concerning him : As 
for his Birth, 1t was baſe, being nothing of 
the Perſon or Manners of Jo. Baſilins ap- 

pearcd in him and as for his Religion, it 
was Heretical, being he {corned coming 
to the Churches : z and if atany time he ap- 
peared there, he manifeſted neither reſpect 
nor Devation: & by his Outlandiſh Modes, 
rendred his Preſence a reproach to the 
Place. He omitted bowing to St. Nicho- 
las and other Saints which were had in Ve- 
neration by that people 3 and in his Dict 
would ordinarily eat Calves-ficſh, which 
was held an abomination amongſt them, 
A bold fellow taking the liberty to dil- 
courle at this rate 1n the hearing of ſome 
of the Guards, was ſeized upon, and 
prought before the Great Duke, who 
commanded him to the Rack ; but ſome 
of the Council interpoling, affirmed that 
the fellow was drunk, and that it was be- 
low his Majcſty to reflect upon ſuch a 

worms adding, that there was no cauſe

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by the flatteries of a ſort.of Buffoons, who 
o his pleaſures with freſh Inventions, he 
tt the Atiairs of State to their own for- 
*turie, accounting himſelf ſecure inthe pre- 
tection of his new Guards of Foreiners, 
which were 300 men, Ereliſh, French, and 


Scotch, and divided; yto three Squadrons, 


commanded by Othcers of their reſpef&ive 
| Nations. They were armed with Swords 
and Halberds,and cloathed for their every- 
days Habit in Scarlet, and for Feſtivals in 
Crimſon-Sattin. Theſe Guards were 
brought 1n the place of thoſe Foreiners 
whom he had diſmiſſed before ; but the 
Gangrene was run too far to be cured by 
ſo feeble an Application. 
The Conſpirators, as we have already 
obſerved, had purpoſely ſufpended the Ex- 
ecution of their Deſtgne, till the arrival 
of the Bride, eſpecially the return of the 
Jewels 3 with anothcr Conlideration of 
no leſs Conſequence, as to time, which 
was judged molt ſeaſonable at the Solem- 
nity of the Nuptials, when De-zetrizs and 
his Court would be drowned in plea- 
ſures. 
 Bablins Zniski, allied by the Mother to 
the Blood-Royal of 1zskow, had two Bro- 
thers, Johzr and Fog1an, who were very 
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ſerviceable to his Deſigne in the railing of 
"ſome thouſands of men in their ſeveral 
Territories, and eſpecially in their conyey- 


ing of them into the City unobſerved, 


| The Mamiage of Demetrizs confpired with 

. them in that part of it, as agreeable to the 
manner of the Eaſtern Nations 3 for the 
Nobility upon ſuch *publike Solemaitics 
do travel with a great Train of Friends 


and Attendants. There was upon the ' 


16th of 225 a more Royal Feaſt appoint- 
cd than any had been held before, as if 


upon a particular reſpect and Honour to 


the Poliſh 1 Nation 3 to which the Embaſla-. 


dors of that Country being invited, they 
' inſtead of promiling to come, returned 
their Aniwer by way of expoſtulation, 
that unleſs the ſame place were given them 
at the Great Dukes Fable, as his Embatia- 
dors enjoyed at Cracovia, they begg'd his 
Pardon tor not obeying him : ; baſin ra- 
ther to deny themſe[ves the Honour of his 
Invitation, than to receive it to the preju- 
dice of their King and Commonwealth, 
Tins Punctilio being argued in Council, 
was oppoled by the Rn{ſzzn Lords by all 
the Arguments they could devile 3 but the 
Great Duke over-ruled the Point, m6 
would haye the Foreiners gratificd , 
thoſe

' [thoſe by whom he had aſcended up to his 
Throne. There happened during the 
feaſt ſome paſlages of heat betwixt them 3 
the Poles giving themſelves the liberty to 
reproach the want of Courage in the Ayſſi- 
ns, as having impoſed an Emperour upon 
them 5 which Language being received 
with ſcorn, had certamly been ' returned 
with ſeverity upon the place, but that ha- 
ving whiſpered rogether, they choſe rather 
to haſten their Detigne, and to Revenge 
1 their Reſentments together. The cloſe 
of the Feaſt was the beginning of the Af- 
fray : for when all the world was ſteeped 
n Jollity, giving themſelves up to Dan- 
cing and Revels, the very Guards being 
diſmiſſed upon this occalion ; the Con-

The People being raiſed with 
this apprehenſion, fell upon the Poles in 
their Quarters, and deſtroyed them before 
they could wake to ſee their danger. The 
tolling of the Bell, with the greater noiſe 
of the people inthe Streets, had rouzed 
Demetrizs, who calling to them of his B<4. 
chamber to enquire the Cauſe of that T4.

Boſpzanno being commanded 
to underſtand the true reaſon of it, ha- 
ſtens to the window that looked towards

at one blow laid this bold man dead at his 
feet. Demetrizs flung himſelf out of Bed, 
and covering his Body with what was 
next hand, ſnatched a Halbard from ane 
of the Guards, with which going into the 
Anti-chamber where the Confpirators 
were , entring with- fury 1n his looks, he 
flies upon them, and put the forwardelt to 
retreat : but they prefling in the ſecond 
time, and fome of them ſhooting at him, 
he judged 1t adviſable to withdraw; whiltt 
Boſmranno advancing up towards them 
defired they would pleaſe in a peaceable 
manner to {tgniftie their defires, and he 
would undertake to have them gratified. 
Michael Tatiſjon, one of the Ringleaders, 
anſwered him, Ther $02 of a Whore, doſ# 
thou take upon thee to preſcribe Rules to 
the Nibility aud pecple of Ruſtia 2 And 
drawing out a long Knife which hung by 
his {1de, ftab'd higz to the heart, wherc- 
with he fell down dead before him upon

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the place. The Guards being now na: 
longer able to rcliſt, were killd as they ap. 
peared, whiles the poor Duke retiring 
from Chamber to Chamber with ſome |}; 
few of his Servants, was at laſt come to 
{uch a place, where there was no further | 
paſſage : he hurried on by his deſpair, flung 
himſelf out of a Window, forty foot from 
the ground. His fall was ſo great, that he 
vomited Blood with the cruth of it ; but 
his fears making him ſtrong, he ſcrambled 
to his Guard of Mrhovites in the For- 
treſs. The Conſpirators in the mean time 
miſſing their prey, made Booty of what 
elſe they found in the Palace; and cauſing 
themſelves to be guided to the Appart- 
ment af the Empreſs, who had hid her 
(elf, they aſked for her : but the frighted 
Ladies wanting courage to reply, the old 
Lady Palatine of Saoc, confident in the 
Prerogative of her gray-hairs, told, ſhe 
was upon the noiſe fled to her Father's 
Lodgings. They ſearched the Room, and 
not finding her, revenged their diſap- 
pointments in fuch a vile fort of unclean 
Expreſſions, as 1s not fit for any Language 
but the Rxjſzar to repeat;and the Lords by 
this ſtrange irruption tranſported in their 
very minds to all excels of Debauchery, 
ſeized

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ſized each of them upon one of the La- 
dies none eſcaping them but the old Lady 
PalatinC, who was {pared upon the Privi- 
ledge of her wrinkles, and another Lady 
that ſate lick in a Chair: : till one of them 
obſerving ſome extraordinary motion a- 
bout her lower parts, pull'd her up ; where 
he poor affrighted 22ring was diſcovered, 
but with fo zreat a Majeſty in her Aſpe&, 
that they her Enemies ſeemed more aſto- 
ſhed than. ſhe, and withdrew, offerin 
her no kinde of violence ; which 1s not 
the leaſt Argument for the Dominion of 
teauty, able to ſubdue the Spirits of men, 
when they are become ſavage.

render ; and then cauſing his Servants to 
caſt out handfuls of Gold and Silver a- 
monglt the Rabble, he engaged them all

Baſlixs 
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Aſilizs Zniskz being thus choſen Em. 
perour, his Coronation: was haſten 
ed,to prevent any change in the AﬀeCtions 
of the People 3 which being performed 
with the uſual Ceremonies of State, he 
taok upon him the Adminiſtration of the 
Government , placing Guards upon the 
Lodgings of the Palatine and Duke 17/- 
27oweskz, as well to obſerve their motion, 
as to preſerve them from injury. He alſo 
cauſed the Lady Mrrina to be delivered 
to her Father with what was hers, ex- 
cept the Jewels of the Crown preſented 
to her by Demetrivs, which were reſtored 
again into the Treaſury, And to put 
ſome Countenance upon the late Tumults, 
he publiſhed a Declaratian againtt the (lain 
Demetrius, rendring him guilty of Impo- 
ſture, Witchcrait, Hereſie, and Tyranny. 
The People, as 'tis their nature, fond of 
what is new, and of their own Creation, 
received all that came fram him as Ora- 
cles; and perceiving he took delight to 
vilige and traduce Demztrizs in his Wri- 
tings, thy to Complement his humour, 
digged up his poor Carkals out of an ob- 
ſcure Grave which had been given it, af- 
ter three days tyiag above ground and 
aftep 
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ifter a tepctition of barbarities upon hitn, 
they burn the body, and ſcatter the aſhes 
in the Air. 

And now the Great Duke caſts about 
how to eſtabliſh his Intereſt abroad ; in 
order whereto, he renewed thoſe Correſ- 
pondenciegwhich had been held betwixt 
that Crowe and forein Nations, by wri- 
ting his Letters to ſeveral Princes of Chri- 
tendom, wherein he gave a Narrative of 
the troubies of 1x5khovy, and his own ad- 
vancement to the Throne. A Copy of 
his Letter to our King James, is extant in 
our Country-man Purchas his Pilgri- 
mage, to which I refer the Reader ; it 
being too long to inſert 1n this place.

Bafl;s his Son or not, is uncertain, and 
will ever be ſo; nay, it 1s queſtionable 
Whether he was ſlain 1n this 1w5kowiti 
Tumult, or afterwards : for Fame, as ſhe 
had —_ him long ſince (lain, ſo now 
When he ſeemed dead to all men, ſhe x 
pain raiſed him, and expoſed him in 
ſecond Reſurrection.

and withdrawri himſelf betimes ; eſc 
ping the danger upon fiyift Horſe, 
which he had taken out of his own St 
bles. Neither was this Rumor without 
appearance,there having been ſeveral Stall 
in the faid Stables found empty of ther 
Horſes,which he afterwards affirmed he hal 
made uſe of in his flight. Such who 
wiſhed him well, believed this noiſe, be: 
cauſe they defired itz and others who dil 
abhor the flagitious Cruelty of what ws 


ated, or preferr'd turmoils before quicth' 


d1d not contradict it. But the buſineſs ws 
put out of Controverſie, when wy 
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few days Demetrizs did indeed appeat 3 
but whether the true, os an Impoſtor 
(which I am apt to believe ) is not yet de- 
cided. - Whoever he was, the Poles flock 
tohim, to revenge their Maſſacred Coun- 
try-men, and the Violation of the Laws 

| of Hoſpitality ; they acknowledge him 
for the true Demetrizs Emperour of Mug 
kovy , and make War upon Zui#shki with 
ſuch revengetul obſtinacie, that it coſt 
hini his Crown, his Liberty, and laſtly, his 
Life, and conſumed them an immenſe mul- 
| titude of Men and Money. But to re- 
late things in order : During the Confu- 

| lions and Tumults at M5ko, George Scha- 
| copskz,Lord-Keeper of the Great Seal, and 
| faithful to Demetrizs, ſeeing the irreſiſtible 
Torrent that was broke in upon them,con- 
trived for his own eſcape out of Marko, 
| and taking two Poles with him in Ruſſrare 
Habit,got away unobſerved; The delign- 
1} <d place for his Retreat was Putiwof a Ct- 
ty that had ſtood vigorous for Demetrins 
in the Infancie of his Acquiſitions, Be- 
Ing got about 3o Mile on his way, upon 
| his leaving the Inn where he had refreſh- 
| £d himſelf, inſtead of aſking the Hoſteſs 
'Þ What was to pay, gave her a handful of 
| Gold; with which ſhe being equally tran(- 
"* | ported 
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ported with amazement and joy, defired 
to know the Author of that Profuſion, 
Schacopskz anſwered, As for my felf,I am 2 
Prince and Lord in M#5ko; but my place 
is to attend upon the Gfeat Duke 
whom the Rebels think they have mur: 
thered, but you have had the Honourtg 
harbour him this day under your Roe 

Having faid this on purpoſe to raiſe a 
Rumor of his being yet alive, they in- 
mediately take Horſe, and poſt away to 
the River Occa; where being watfted over 
in the Ferry, they gave the Waterman fit 
Gold Crowns ; and told him, he had had 
the Honour to ſerve the Great Duke De- 
metrins (pointing at him that paſſed under 


that Charafter) and promiſing the Wa-fſ

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Letters to the Palatine's Lady of what had 
befaln in 24540, and to atjure her, that the 
Great Duke, her Son-in-law, was eſcaped 
aſonably,and hoped ſuddenly to be in the 
head of an Army, to revenge upon his re- 
bellious Subjects their Treaſon & Ditloyal- 
ty.Schacopskz having made his diſpatches to 
$andomiria,applied himſelf tothe Citizens 
of Putiwol, deliring Audience from them 
in the Name of the Great Duke Demetri- 
# his Maſter 35 which being granted, and 
mn Afſemdly called, he took the liberty to 
enlarge upon the unheard-of Barbaritics 
of the Citizens of 1/z5ho, how they had 
laughtered the Inhabitaiits without re- 
Woard of quality ; laying their malice fo 
deep ,, as to aitempt the Murther of the 
FEnverour :; but that he had been preſer- 
ſed by the Providence of God, who had 
ſdways ar fpecial regard onhisSucred Per- 
Blon:By whoſe Impulle, having taken fome of 
Shis bei: Horſes out of his own Stable , He, 
Bvith a ſmall, but faithful Company under 
Fs conduct, had withdrawa hunlelt betimes 
Jout of the Tumult : That he was retired to 
bis Allies in Polazd,tor Aid againſt his Re- 
bellious Subjeds;having left him to attend 
the Afﬀairs of the Empire 1n his abſence, 
With an expreſs direftion to apply himielr 
F” K in 
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in his Maſters Name to that Loyal Town,ts 
aſſure them that he was alive,and well,and 
preparing to vindicate the Honour of his 
Empireout of the hands of the Conſpirator, 
Schacopskz was not wanting in Arguments 
to provoke the Zcal of the Citizens to 
the Service of their Prince 5 how greatan 
Honour it would be to that City,to be the 
only place in that vaſt Empire to which 
their Prince durſt commit his Perſon and 
Intereſt : That he would not fail to ſtamp 
upon them particular marks of his F4 
vours and Reſentments for their ſeaſonabl: 
Loyalty ; and that it would be their Eter- 
nal Glory to bring in their Great Duke, 
and to place him upon his juſt Throne; 
cleanſing the ſame from the pollutions of 
Conſpiracies and Uſurpations. His Orz 
tory had that effect, as to1nflame them up- 
on the place with Reſolutions to declare 
for Demetrixs as their Leige-Lord and $0 
vereign; that their Lives and whatever elf 
was dear to them ſhould be at his devo 
tion, and that 1n the mean time, till he ho- 
noured them with his prefence', they 
would ſubmit to his Commiſſioner the Lord 
Keeper ; who having gained this great Ct 
ty, failed not to ſollicite the Neighbour 
Country. He diſpatched Poſts into Tar 

taly,

Hurried 
on by theſe Sentiments of ſcorn, he riſked 
the blaſting of his Honour, by an extraor- 
dinary tenderneſs of it 3 and having de. 
bauched 9000 of the Army, he weat over 
to:Z1#5k; with them; who gave him are 
ception ſutable to the ſeaſonableneſls of the 
kindneſs; and much more, when 1/thome 
had ailured him that no Demetrins had 
appeared in Pxtiwol. ; and that the whole 


trouble of his Afﬀairs was formed by the 
contrivance of the ſubtle Schacopskz, who 


to render himſelf conſiderable, had . poſ- 
ſe{ſed the people with a ſuggeſtion of De-

Oathe 
other ſide, they were to, expect nothing 
but the indignation of an incenſed Lord, 
and of an enraged Souldiery. This Polut: 
ich was a Mwshoviter born, but had been 
brought up amongſt the Tartars and Cy: 
ſacks, and being taken priſoner by «the 
Turks, had ſerved as a Gally-ſlave againl 


- the Chriſtians, till amongſt others, he hap 


pen'd to be releaſed by the Yeretians ; and 
paſling through Poland towards his om 
Cauntry, he met at Sandomiria with thi 
new Demetrius z to whom being preſent 
cd, he received conditions from him, and 
engaged himſelf in his Service, as Gener 
of his Army ; upon which account hel: 
now encamped before Mwskos. But tix 
Citizens perceiving that no Dexetri4 dl 
yet appear, took heart; and making a 


vunammous conjunction with Zuight 
Troops, made a turious Sally upon Polit 
ich ; who nat able to ſuſtain the allaul 
of an hundred thouſand men, was forced! 
quir his zround, and fave himſelf by on 

- Ore) 
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orderly retreat, in Calyuga. Zniskz tran(> 
ported with the Succels, returned Trium- 
nt into Mx5ko; and having modelled 

fi Army for a march, advanced towards 
Caluga, and ſat down before it ; but was 
forced by the Valour and Conduct of the 
Lord Keeper to raiſe his Siege. However, 
having recruited his Troops, he mar ched 
again to find out the Enemy; and both 
Armies being met, were npon the point to 
encounter, when Schacopski being terrified 
with the unexſpected defetion of 4000 
of his men, not daring to hazard the reſt 
inſo great a conſternation, was conſtrain- 
ed to quit the Field, retreating to Thrla , 

whither he was hotly purſued by Zuicks, 
and the place clofely befteged, in ſuch 
fort, that not having had time to put in 


' Proviſions they were ſoon reduced to the 


eating of Horſes, Dogs,Cats,Rats,and fuch 
other things as were abhorring to nature. 
This quickly. raiſed the Citizens into a 
mutinous poſture againlt Schacopsk; and 
Polautnich, as being betrayed by them, up- 
on an imaginary ſuppoſition, to adhere to 
a fictitious perſon that had not a being; 
elſe that Demretrixs, if he had been alive. 
would not have failed in fuch a jundture 
of his Affairs, to have aſlerted his Intereſt 
Kk 4 in 
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in Perſon. Polutnich proteſted ro them, 
that he had ſeen and diſcourſed with a 
young man 1h Poland of about 28 years of 
Age, who called himſelf Demetrizs, and 
was there acknowledged for ſuch ; but 
whether he werereally ſo or no, he could 
not politively affirm , having never ſeen 
him before. Bur if the people would have 
a little patience, and ſtand by him, he 
would fend out ſuch a truſty Meſſenger as 
they ſhould make choice of, one that knew 
the Prince, toinform them of the truth, 
and to ſee what hopes of relicf was to be 
expected from him. This being reſolved 
upon, an Emiflary was fent out, by the fa- 
vour of the night, and the careleſsnets of 
the Beſiegers ; the Citizens reſolving with 
patience to expect his return.

Sto Yo 
An Empire can never Eſcheat for want 
of an Heir: a new Demetrizs ſhews him- 
ſelf upan the Stage, coming out of Po- 
land, the forge of all the contrivances and 
troubles 
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troubles of Mw3hovy. He was conducted 
toPutiwol by Micharetskz a great Poliſh 
Lord; and acknowledged there, and re- 
ceived with all imaginary honour,as their 
Prince and Sovereign. After a ſhort {tay 
there, he marched with what force he 
could make*'to Staradub , where he met 
the Meſſenger from Thxla 5, who be- 
ng brought into his preſence, was ſtart- 
kd at the ſight of a perſon only very like 
Demetrizs, but in reality not he. Deme- 
irizs obſerving his diflatisfaction, judged 
itmore adviſable tocarry the news of his 
relief in the head of his Army, than put 
himſelf into the hands of one who might 
raiſe in the City a prejudice againſt his 
Perſon and Intereſts. This precaution was 
not unreaſonable, though it proved truit- 
|; the Garrifon of Thxla being reduced 
to thoſe {traights, eſpecially for want of 
water, ( and ſuppoſing by the Meſſengers 
long {tay that he was fallen into the Ene- 
mes hands) they came to Ferms for a 
Surrender 5 which being honovrable as 
to the condition of Souldiers, Zuzs hi fwore 
to obſerve, but tailed 1n the performance z 
for he cauſed Peter F edrowits, an eminent 
perſon, ta be hanged, and Polutnich to be 
calt into a loathſame prifon, where he 
| was 
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was miſerably famiſhed to death. 
 Thula being reduced in this manner 
the Demetrian Cofſacks quitted their own 
Party as deſperate, to follow that of the 
Conqueror ; and were with ſome other 
Troops ient by Zxz#kz to proſecute the 
Siege of Calnga, the Enemies principal Re. 
ceptable. The Quarters were ſcarce mark- 
_ ed out before the Town, when there hap. 
pened a deſperate Mutiny among(t the 
Souldiers, propagated by the Coſſacks, 
was ſuppoſed, upon the news of Demetrin 
his recovery and approach.

The Coſ/acks themſelves would not 
enter into the City, but haſtening to meet 
Demetrizs, joyned themſelves to his Ar- 
my, with the mutual congratulations of 
both ſides.

dantly with all necef{tarics for the War. 
But the Supplies from Poland were the 
main appay of his Army, Duke Roman 
Roſinski being engaged in the Quarrel, 
ſent great Forces under the Command

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of Palzreski, a Creature of his,out of that 
Country ; and a while after, Duke Adam 
Wiſnioweski, Tiſchievics, Charlinski. Mi- 
elsk;, men of Eminence ; and at Icngth 
 Roſn5kz in perſon came up with the reſt 
of the Army ; and at the ſame time there 
arrived at th2 Rendezvouz a Recruit of 
8000 Zoporenſian and Dumenſran Coſſacks; 
ſo that the Army being now great,and u- 
nited into one body , Roſtrrkz by the ſut- 
frage of all the: Peers and great Officers 
was declared General. Baſtlius Znuzskz ob- 
ſerving the great growth and progreſs of 
his Rival, cauſed new Levies to be made, 
with which having formed an Army of 
17000c, though moſt raw men, he placed 
his Brother Demetrizs Zuzski 1n the head 
of them, with Orders to find out and fight 
the Enemy. And now behold both Ar- 
mies 1n {1ght of each other , encamped 
near the Town of Bolchow ! The firſt day 
was {peat 1n Skirmiſhes, Picqueering, and 
other hoſtile Braveries. The next Morn- 
i1az both Armies impatient of looking upon 
eachother, were drawa out in Battalia with 
all the advantages that the ground would 
admit, or avle O hcers could contrive ; the 
Generals careſitng, exhorting, and encou-

their Rhetorick. Zxzs4z fierce in the con- 
fidence of his numbers and condu&, told 
his men, that now was the time to chaſtiſe 
the hereditary Enemy of their Country, 
the Pole, whoſe malice had been at work 
to create them, thoſe miſchiets under which 
their Kingdoms had laboured for divers 
years : That this was the ſecond mock- 
Demetrixs, framed and ſet up in Poland 
tobe 1mpoled upon them : That 1t would 
be a reproach to the Glory of their Em- 
pire,to receive Laws from Strangers, who 
by all Arts conſpired their ruine : That this 
Demetrizs whom they had now 1n the head 
of their Army, was one Maſter Johz, a

5000. of the Awe- 
tovites ſaved themſelves in Bolchow, who 
ifter being four days beleaguered, render- 
ed themſelves and the Town to the mercy 
of the Conqueror, and were for their en- 
couragement diſpoſed and liſted amongſt 
his Troops. The fame of this Victory 0- 
pened him a paſlage into all the Cities and 
Forts in that Quarter, only Maſeiſe gave 
him the trouble of drawing before it, and 
then ſurrendered. And now Demetrizs 
being abſolute Maſter of the Field, march-

| much a Reconciliation, as that the Poles, 
| otherwiſe naturally careleſs and licentious, 
| ſhould waſte their force and heat in a lan- 
| puiſhing Truce,and that the deſigned Suc-

in vain : for the Poles refuſed all commerce 
or mention of Peace, unleſs Demetriz#, 
from whorti they expe&ed the reward of 
their labours,; were firſt teſtored to his 
Throne, and the Uſurper delivered into 
their hands. AKoſenskz was in the 1nterim 
preparing for an attempt becoming the 
greatneſs of his Quality and Courage ; for 
Duke Baſilivs Maſalskz a Kinſman of Zyis- 
k#$ having raiſed an Army in the adjacent 
Provinces of 70000 men for the relief ” 
| | 7 the 
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the Town, had entrenched himſelf nr pon 
the Banks. of the River Chodinzuka, X Al 
Miles from the City. Roſer5kz being re- 
ſolved to attempt his Quarters, drew out 
his whole Army by favour of the night, 
and marching dire&tly to the Enemie 
Camp, in a manner ſecure in the greatne 
of their numbers and nearneſs of the City, 
broke into it without any very great re- 
{iſtance, killed 14000 upon the place, took 
the General priſoner, and ſcattered the 
whole Army. Neither was the Victory 

cheap or bloodleſs on the Demetrian (ide; 
for while they were engaged upon the 
Pillage, being diſperſed over the Fieldto 
rake up the Spoils, the touted Enemy fi 
ced about, and rallying ( being further en- 
couraged, by a Party come out of the Ci- 
ty ) returned to the Char ge, and renewing 
the Fight with much pertinacie, made? 
-flaughter amongſt the Conquerors of mul- 
titudes of their men: 3 in ſo much that they 
were upon the point. of ſaatching the 
Victory out of their hands : when the 
Poles *armed with deſpair only ( for al 
Hopes of Hying was gone ) ruſhed on with 
Reſolutions to die or conquer, and finally 
compelled. the Mu5kovites to a diſorderly 
retreat. This conliderable Victory mag- 


nitied 
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Hified the Reputation and Terror of De- 


metrivs his Arms. Many Provinces ſub- 


mitted to him, and he was reinforced with 
many and great Supplies out of Poland. 
Alexander Zlarowski brought him an ad- 
dition of 1500 Horſe, Sapiha as many, 
and ſeveral others other great Troops ; in 
ſo much that the A2u5kovites (their own 
Forces being waſted, and ſuch ſwarms of 
Foreiners pouring in upon them) deſpaired 
bf being able to repel] them : they there- 
fore betake themſelves to new Counſlels, 
and coming to terms with the Embaſſadors 
of Poland arid the Palatine, {till in their cu- 
ſtody, they gave them their liberty, upon 
their undertaking to oblige their King to 
remand the Army of his Subjeqs we lay 
then at their doors : whereupon they,toge- 
ther with the unfortunate Marina in their 
company,were permitted to depart. Deme- 
trizs having intell1gence of this,and not 1g- 
norant how advantageous it would be to 
his Cauſe to have theſe Perſons with him ; 
he ſent Zbarowskz with 2000 Horle to 1n- 
tercept their paſſage; w* he did without 
difficulty,bringing them to the Camp, where 
they were preſented to Demetrizs. But his 
Party was much out of countenance to ob- 
ferve that ſtrangeneſs of Marina's carriage 
; L 2 towards 
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towards him, with that of her Father and 
the Embaſſadors, all of them affirming that 
this Demetrizs differed very much from the 
{lain Great Duke.But this paſſage was huſht 
up with all poſſible care and caution, and 
ſhe ſent to another Quarter of the Camp, 
nonotice being taken that Demetrizs had 
yet ſeen her ; but this could not be 6 
carried as to eſcape every obſervation : 
but what was molt fenlible was, that Kn- 


ſa Mijalskz, the routed Generals Kinſman, | 


then a priſoner 1n the Camp, made his & 
ſcape 3 and getting into the Town, 
told the Mm@kovites the whole Story of 
Marina's arrival and doubts : which 
wrought ſo powerfully upon the waver- 
1ng people, that they made new Vows of 
Allegeance and F:dclity to Zxiskz 5 ſeem- 
19g reſolved to ſuffer any hardſhip rather 
than this ſecond Impoſture, or to be impo- 
{ed upon at the will of their Enemies. And 
therefore to teſtifie the fallacious dealing 
of their Adverſaries to the whole world, 
and to fatisfie all others as well as them- 
ſelves, they did by the inſtigatioa of Zyjs- 
k7 , cdepute ſome perſons of Honour 1 
principal eſteem amongit them, to repair to 
Uelecz, with Orders to difinter the body 
of the true Demetrizs,which had lain there 


13 
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15 years, and to convey it to 1{yko, to be 
depoſited in the Sepulchre of his Fathers. 
The Body was ſcarce above ground, when 
it was cunningly infinuated 1ato the peo- 
ple, that the touch of it did work mira- 
culous effects, which had been experimen- 
ted by the fortuitous touch of ſome di- 
ſcaſed Patients. The Veneration towards 
it was hetgntened by the Peoples altonith- 
J ment at the uncorruptedneſs of the Corps 
(for it was found ſtill entire ) which ren- 
dered it blaſphemous to queſtion what 
was become an Article of their Faith, to 
wit, whether this was the true, or the other 
the falfe Demetrizs. Many lame and ſub- 
orned blind by their 1nterceſitons to this 
new Saint were reſtored to their vigour 
and {ſight : ſo that the ſenſclcls Corps, by. 
the importunitics of the more ſencelels 
Vulgar, was ordered to remain uninterred, 
int] a Temple were built for its repoſe 
and their Superſtition. A while after, the 
buſineſs grew ſo abſurd!y publick, that the 
Relicks of this fictitious Deity were by 
tiki's command, leſt the fallacte ſhould 
de diſcovered, ſuddealy, but very ſolemnly 
Inhumed 3 this Reaſon being given, that 
though all manner of Honour was due to 
the Sacred Memory of their Prince, yct 
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that Cult and that Veneration might -by 
the miſtaken zeal of the people ;be paid 
to a Mortal Creature,which is only due to 
the Immortal Creator ; and ſo rendered 
them all in tangled' in the fame error; oh- 
noxious to the Divine Indignation. 

But to return to the Camp, where we 
left the unſatisfied Afarina, whoſe Ambi- 
tion had expoſed her to extraordinary 
turns of Fortune ; and that being (till 
the predominant paſlion of her Soul,when 
ſhe was retired from Demetrizs to an Ap- 

artment prepared for her and her Father, 
thc had better leaſure to digeſt and weigh 
the poſture of her Afﬀairs; and conſulting 
the matter with her Father and ſonic of 
their moſt ſecret Confidents, they brought 
it to this, that ſhe muſt cither own this 
Demetrizs,or retura into her Country with 
ail the diſreputation and reproaches that 
could be invented by either Party. The 


Zuis hians would affirm ſhe had ere | 


mean wretch, a ſuborned property, 
Muſhrome ſtarted. out of theearth, _ 
ſ50n extintt : : and Demetrius and his Ad- 
herents woul: F give out, that ſh» was in- 
decd his Wite, yy that he had repuduatet 
her for Incontinencie. Oa the other {ide, 
if {he ſnould receive tis man as her fox 
mer 
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mer Demetrixs, ſhe was ſure to caſt her 
ſelf into the arms of ſome ignoble ſordid 

rſon, ſet up only to gratifie the Intereſts 
of the Poles, and ſhe muſt thus proſtitute 
her ſelf as 1t were to ſerve their ends. But 
then after a full conſultation they came to 
this, that by owning this ſecond Impoſtor 
(if the firſt were one ) ſhe ſhould fit upon 


| the Throne of Mwxkovy; and: that how 


ungenerous or mean ſoever Demetrins 
were 1n the reality of his extraction, the 
Crown (as 1t cures and wipes off all At- 
tainders ) would Nobilitate and purifie 
his Blood; and that 1n truth Nobility it {elf 
was no other than a continued Succeſſion 
of Greatneſs beyond the memory of the 
preſent times,there being no eſſential ditfe- 
rences in the Extractions, but what is made 
by Wealth and Education. Theſe whole- 


ſome conſiderations being received by this 


wiſe Lady, ſhe refo]ved to ſubmit to the 
condition of the times, and to ſerve her 
ſelf of this opportunity to aſcend to the 
Throne of K#ſ/zz, which ſhe had but ſeen 
as1t were before hke a Scene 1n a Play. 
But now ſhe propoſed to her ſelf, that this ' 
Demetrius being upon the point of redu- 
cing 145k9 it (elf, and bringing the N9- 


bility to a greater ſnbjection than they had 
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formerly been, ſhe hoped her Dominion 
would be longer-lived, as laid upon Foun: 
dations of greater Policie, So that after 
ten days ſeparation ( upon ſeveral preten- 
ces of indiſpaſition ) ſhe ſuffered her (elf 
to be conducted to the arms of her Deme- 
trix, as {lie call'd him. The buſineſs be. 
1a2 aDeligne of a popular nature,was ad- 
viſed to be acted in the face of the whole 
World; in order whereto, Demetrias was 
to meet his Empreſs in the preſence of the 
whole Army, when all the Nobility, Em- 
baſſadors of forein Princes, and Deputies 
of revoalted Provinces were upon the 
place. The Enterview was ſolemn, and full 
of paſſion, Demetrizs received Marina 
into his arms, and 1ntermingling their 
tears with their embraces, the whole bu- 
ſfineſs was acted 1o to the life, that the moſt 
ſubtle and doubting obſervers could not 
refuſe to be ſatisfied. The Lady mingled 
the teſtimony of her loye with marks of 
eſteem and reverence as to her Lord as 
well as Huſband ; and he repeated his em- 
braces and endearments with ſo vive a pal- 
fioa, that they drew tears of joy from the 
Behalders, He was not wanting 1n a par- 


ticular application to the Palatine, making 
him his ackaowledgmeats for all the Ho- 
NOrs 
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nors he had received from him in the In+ 
fncie of his Affairs; and they failed not 
to mention ſome particular paſlages of 
that time, which both of them ſeemed to 
remember very well, and with much plea- 
ſure. This Ceremony being performed with 
allneceiiary circumſtances, the moſt wave- 
ing ſeemed now confirmed of the reality of 
Demctrias, and came flocking to the Camp 
from all Quarters. And thus did this Fa- 
ble, contrary to the nature of Untruths, 
gain ground by age. In the mean time 
Itwas judged needful to fortifie and ac- 
commodate the Camp, as well againſt the 
approaching Winter, as the attempts of 
the Enemy. Several goodly Edifices were 
crected for the Nobility, and Tents and 
Huts prepared for the reſt of the Army 3 fo 
tiat the whole being divided into Streets 
and publike places, had the reſemblance of 
a great City. All the Provinces of the 
Empire except Novogrodock and Smolensko 
made their ſubmiſſions to Dexetrixs, fun- 
plying his Camp with abundance of Pro- 
viſions of all forts. The Inhabitants of 
MUwcko being by the defection. of the 
Country and the ill neighbourhood of the 
Camp reduced to great ſtraights, yet had 
cqurage enough not to yield, but applied 
them- 
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themſelves to Charles King of Swede 
who having uſurped the Crown upon his 
Nephew $7gi/mmnd, was glad of any op. 
portunity to incommode him ; and ther. 
fore ſent them a conſiderable force unde 
the Command of Portws de Ia Guard: 
which gave them a ſtrong djverſion the 
Summer following; and many Province 
of the Empire being tired and exhauſte 
by intolerable Contributions exacted from 
them by the Poles, grew to a deteſtation 
of them; which having rendred the diſtr 
Ctions of that vaſt Country univerſal, the 
Camp it {cif was not without ſtrong etfeds 
of them, by Schiſm and Diffention + 
monzſt the Great Ones, whereby man 
opportunities of well-doing were omitted 
and negleq&ed. Hence aroſe a new fact 
of Afﬀairs, and prodigious Viciſlitude; 
for all things ſeeming to conſpire again 
the Impolture of Demetrizs, fatally oppo- 
ſed him, even in the moment that in hu- 
mane appearance he ſhould have triun- 
phed over all his Enemies. 

Whilſt theſe things are thus moving in 
Muskovy, Siciſmund the Third King 
Poland was induced by the per{walions 0 
his Senate and Council to invade that di: 
vided Empire : and to what was. objetted 

that 
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that there was a Truce in being, the time 
of it not yet expired; it was anſwered, 
that this was no Violation of that, but ra- 
ther an adhering to it,by appearing for De- 
metrizs. the lawful Great Duke, and in 
atual poſſeſſion of the greateſt part of the 
Empire, againſt an Uſurper, who had cau- 
ſed himſelf to be elected by. perfidie and 
force. This would acquit them as to 
the world ; and then as to that thing, it 
was very adviſable with relation to the 
preſent polture of their Afﬀairs. Their 
civil Diſſentions were but newly calmed'3 
and 1f any ſeeds of them remained, this 
would be a means to root them up, by di- 
yerting the humour upon another Enemy, 
and burying in Oblivion the former heats 
and animalities among themſelves, by a 
nobler War abroad. It would alſo purge 
their Country of thoſe ſwarms of vagrant 
Fellows and Robbers which now infeſted 
it, being the Excrements oftheir unhappy 
Diſcords ; and toall this 'twas urged, that 
this War carried no charge with 1t : The 
Army was ready upon the leaſt Summons, 
and would be able without difliculty to 
march into Ajſzz, where they fnould live 
upon the Countrv as foon as they ſhould 
(ct foot in it, There were many other 
| Argu- 
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Arguments of Honour and Intereſt, as tg 
revenge the Maſlacre of their Country. 
men, and the detention of therr Enballi. 
dors, and the employing ſo powerful x 
Neighbour at his own home and chacgg, 
&*c. all which being laid together, it was 
determined to invade Myaxrkony With a 
Royal Army,and the King in the Head of it, 
where he could not in adivided & diſtract. 
ed State fail togive Law to both Parties, 
$iziſmund in order to this Deſigne mu. 
ſtered his Army at 07/2, which co:1iſted 
of 6000 Lances, 18200 light-Horſe, and 
5000 foot ; and paſling the River Boriſthe- 
es, entred ykovy in Arg. 1609. Lev 
Sapiha Chancellor of Lithxania, had per- 
{waded the King that if he but appeared 
before Smolonsko the place would be im- 
mediately ſurrendred into his hands This 
Temptation put him upon a haſty March, 
taking with him neither Cannon nor any 
other Enginzs of Battery, going rather to 
_ receive than force a City ſtored with all 
manner of Proviſtons neceflary for War, 
But having by lo2g Marches got near the 
Town, he found himſelf very much miſta- 
ken in his computation, the Garriſon ma- 


king ſtrong Sallies upon himz which 1,ok- 


ed fo unlike a Surrender, that he —__ 
| dc 
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ded himſelf deceived in his Intellj- 
ence. 

Michael Sehin Palatine and Governour 
FTof the place had 30000 Souldiers with 
him befides the Townſmen, being as ma- 
FTiy more able to bear Arms, with an im- 
Tneaſe quantity of Ammunition, Artillery, 
and Provilions to ſerve for a long Siege : 
+ that the Palatine upon a confidence of 
his ſtrength, deſpiſed the Chancellors in- 
vitation for a Surrender, The King then 
keing there was no entrance to be had 
unleſs forced, fate down before it, fancying 
that a ſhort time would reduce ſo great a 
multitude to diſtre{s, however plentifully 
rovided ar preſent 3 being reſtrained from 
foraging, or the Country from bringing 
ntheir Proviſions : or at worlſt, that they 
night be forced 1n a few Months, by a vi- 
zorous Attack. With theſe hopes he lays 
lege to the Place 5 which did not end fo, 
for it held out above two years, with vari- 
ous changes and toils on both ſides. Sx20- 
ncko the Metropolis ot a Proviace of that 
name, is famous for its largeneis, wealth, 
and beavty : and being ſeated on the 
Banks of the Ror:/theres, 1s encompaſſed 
with Hilis and valc Woods. The Walls of 
the City are eight cubits thick, and 35 in 

height, 
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height, whereof 15 are of free-ſtone, an 
the other 20 of Brick, built after the ol 
faſhion, as alſo without Ditches or Ont. 
works to hinder Approaches. $87gi/mml 
conſidering the obſtinacie and power 9 
the Enemy, commanded Cannon for Bat. 
tery; Spades, Mattocks, and all other Tt. 
. Itruments for a Siege, to be brought hin 
from Yi1na and Ticcocino, whileſt he ſhui 
up the Paſſages and Avenues of the City 
with his Quarters and Circumvallation, 
The King himſelf lay on 0#/z ſide , hi 
Quarters extending to the Banks of thi 
Boriſthenes; the Cofſacks kept the Eaſt 
{ide,reaching that way to the ſame River! 
Potockz Palatine of Brac! had his Pot or 
the North-ſide beyond: the River ; and hu 
ving burnt a Village near the City, which 
lay convenient for them to fetch in ther 
ſupplies of Water, gave them ſome diſtrek 
that way. Nowodorskz# a Knight of 2a 
ta, and Captain of the Kings Guards,ren- 
dered himſelf famous for an Attempt, 
wherein if he had been vigorouſly ſecond: 
ed, the place had run the ri{k of falling 
into the Kings hands. He faſtened a Pe- 


tard to St. Michaels Gate, which laid 


the paſſage open into the Town 3 but 
being Ul ſeconded by his own men, and 
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j[nultitudes of the Ruſſians flocking to the 
danger, he was forced to retreat without 
"J having effected any thing more,than toren- 
| der the Enemy more diligent:who immedi- 
ately blocked up their Gates with Moun- 
tains of earth, making alſo great Trenches 
before them, to prevent the like Attempt 
for the future. And thus the Stege continu- 
ed with vaitous labours on both ſides; the 
King having lain about a year before it 
with more pertinacie than was judged 
conducible to the ſtate of his Afﬀeairs, 
" which ſeemed to invite him to M#5ko the 
4 Imperial Seat, as a place more probable to 
fall into his hands. 

It was now the Year 1610, and the 
Zuis kians had: laboured long againſt a pre- 
if vailing Enemy at their Doors, when the 
| Aids came from Swedex. The Poles inthe 
Carp wanted not their inconveniencies : 
1} They had a multitude of Chief Comman- 
ders, which occaſioned frequent Diſputes, 
| tothediſappointing of many probable De- 
'| fignes; they had to this a licentiouſneſs in 
o their Diſcipline, ſecure careleſneſs in the 
| conduct of their Aﬀairs (the natural in- 
1] firmity of that Nation ) and an inſtabili- 
jo fy and irreſolution in their Councils, all 
1] things ſeeming to portend their ruine. : 
" Moſt 
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Moſt of the great Cities and Province, 
except Severia, had revolted from their 
Obedience : Their Taxations were he. 
come intolerable, which the unſeaſonable 
Seditions of the Army had extorted fron 
Demetrius for want of Pay ; the People 
now too late repenting themſelves of the 
Contributions already paid them, with- 
out which they muſt have left them to the 
enjoyment of that peace, which by their 
own folly and fickle nature they had de 
prived themſelves of. They proceede( 
ſo far in many parts of the Empire, as to 
ſeize upon, impriſon, and kill the Tax: 
gs which cauſed the Poles to di 
perſe ſtrong Parties of their Army into 
ſeveral parts of the Land, infomiuch that 
their force in the Camp did not ſuffice to 
check the excurſions of the Town , by 
whom they were ſeveral times batlled, 
Their Commander in Chict Roſskz up- 
on one of thoſe Sallies was ſhot ito the 
fide with an Arrow, of which hurt he lay 
long flick, and never perfe&tly recovered, 
Upon an Encounter which happened in 
May, the Poles had gained a notable ad: 
yantage over them3bat delaying their Re- 
treat, gave the Enemy time to Come on 
with freſh Troops againſt their wearied 
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$ouldiers, whom they routed; and ſnatch-= 
ing the Victory out of their hands, took 
divers Priſoners,an] deſtroyed moſt of their 
Foot. The time was thus waſted,as well 
as the {trength of each Party. The Poles 
having received Intelligence of the ad- 
vance of the Swediſh Aids towards M5ho 
under the Command of Poxntxs de la Garde, 
ſent Alexander Zharowskj with 2000 
Horſe to check their progreſs. He-beat 
one of their Regiments at Toccizim, and 
killed 600 Germans upon the place. The 
My kovites concerned in the ſafety of thefe 
Auxiliaries, drew out their whole ſtrength 
and joyned with them. The Poles alfo re- 
inforced Zbarowskz with their beſt Troops; 
and being now in the Field again, both 
Armies met at Twer,zo Leagues from Mus 
ko : the Diſpute was fieree, the Demetri- 
ans ruſhing with contempt upon thole they 
had fo often beatenz8& the Ruſſzarns ſeemed 
more willing to die than be overcome 3 
which made the Fight bloody and doubt- 
ful, unt1] theſe were forced yet agatn to 
give place to. the Aſcendant Virtue of the 
Poles, And certainly the | buſineſs had 
there received an end, had not the main 
body of the Army, commanded by Zb4- 
rowskz himlſelt, ſhrunk from the ground : 

M for 
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for both his Winys prevailed over thofe 
of the Enemy, and diiperſed thoſe why 
had beaten his Battalia 3 but their numbe 
being inferior to that of the Enemy, they 
durſt not follow the purſuit, or attack the 
body of Foot, which ſtood immoveable, 
notwithſtanding the defection of thei 
Horſe. There were {lain in this Fight 
IO00 German Horle, and 6oo0 Mike 
wvites, with the loſs of but 50 Poles. The 
Main Body of Zharowski's Army emulous 
of the Succeſs of their Fellows, and prel- 
(ed with the ſhame of their own milſcarri- 
age,reſolved upon the very {pot of ground 
to redeem their ſullied Honour , though 
contrary to the advice of ſome of their a- 
bleſt Souldiers, who connſelled them to 
withdraw to a more advantageous Poſt, 
The Army labouring thus under div: 
ded Counſels, but united in a careleſs e- 
curity, ſome lying in the Field, and other 
quartered 1n the Town : The rallied Ene- 
my about break of day fell upon them 
with a ſurprize fo violent, that they had 
no choice left them, but to fly tor 
their lives, or lie by it. Many fave them- 
(elves 1n Tier, which was Garrifon'd with 
_ Cofſacks ;, others ſcarce looked till they got 
to the Camp at 445ko, The Poles did 
indeed 
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Indeed what they could to have rallied; 
but the Ailault being univerſal, it was im- 
poſſible for them to do it ; which probably 
aved moſt of them ; but they loſt all their 
Baggage, and moſt of their Horſes. The 
Muchowites raited upon the ſtock of this 
Victory, ſtormed the Caſtle of Twer thrice, 
but were as oft beaten off with loſs ; arid 
now deſpairing of carrying the place, 
they raiſed the Siege, and marched to- 
wards the Volga, where they met again 
with the Demetriar Forccs, and fought 
then at Kol[42nvz, but parted upon equal 
f?rMsS. 

Whileſt Zaiski and Demetrivs do vs 
with various Fortune ſtrive for the Empire 
of Reſſea , Sigiſmund continues Sn 
at the Siege of Smlensko; which if he h ro 
niſed, and transferred his Arms to 11zs 
It is very probable he might*have aivdi a 
Law to both thoſe wearied and implaca- 
ble Parties: but he was ablolutely reiolved 
not to quit the place till he had taken it, 
though it may be preſumed he failed in his 
mſeaſonable diſtracting and weakning the 
Demetrian Poles, which he ought rather 
to have aſſiſted with freſh Supplies, I-(t 
the Mus koviters prevailing, Zziski might 
& confirmed ini the Government, ard at- 
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tempt the relief of Sxzolensko with the 
united Forces of the Empire 3 which allo ſg, 
happened. The King had not (ES Recruits 0p! 

ſo opportunely out of Poland as he defi. 
red ; but he could not well call his Coun- 
trymen from Demetrizs without ſatisfying fy; 
their Arrears, and the rewards they had 
propoſed from the Victory they ſeemed 
a{lured of ; and the exhauſted Treaſury df 
the Con: monwealth could not ſuffice tort; 
inch a ſum : but he poſitive 1a his reſolve, 
ſent ſome eminent Emtflaries to per{ſwade 
them to abandon Demetrizs, and return to 
their Duty. They onthe other {1de, fnY;7, 
their Embaſlidors to the Kiag , that 
they might not by an untimely dcſertimſſ;ig. 
be.defrauded of the fruit of their Lao 78 
and after many altercations and d:ſpute Kin 
of Duty and Rewards, the Souldicry hin 
ſolved to perſeverc in their faith to Dent he p 
trius, and which they were obliged tobffihe 
the Sacred Ties of Vows and Oaths. Ther ſitis 
were, for all that, ſome who promiſed 0fhhny 
be edicnce, provided they might be pahim 
x acir Arrears due to them from Dem rin it] 
But the Kings wiſelt Counſellors judgÞin 
that they ought [nll to keep 1n with Dr nh 
metrins, and by no means to diſtrat Whro: 
Forces until Smolens ko were taken; N ra! 
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then they might march to 2445949 without 
Yoppolition 3 with aflurance, that all the 
rpliſp Forces, ant all the places poſlefled 
ſby them, would of courſe fall into their 
Fhands.

dl Demetrizs his flight being known, the 
-flvrhole Camp was in an alarm and tumulr. 
ome would follow the Great Duke, ſome

nFontinue in their Quarters till they had 
Miter Arrears. Fhe Complaints againſt Ro- 
ein; were high and furious, by whole arti- 
llagFſce & wickedneſs, they ſaid Dexretrins had 
agen forced to quit the Camp, whereby the 
Wouldiers ſhould be deprived of the re- 
Bard of their Blod & Labours. Demetris 
n Ws Letters read publikcly did exticmely 
«ment their Sedirions, but the preſence and 
WEimiage of Zariza tranſported them be-

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yond all bounds. She with a Courage 
more than Va'culine, and a Countenance 
compoled of forrow and ſweetneſs, wan- 
dered through the Camp , ſpoke to all 
{he met, called ſuch as ſhe knew by their 
names, and urged thoſe ſhe did not, by the 
Charms of her looks and preſence ; to con- 
clude, ſhe inflamed all with her winning 
Diſcourſes, She tells them, that their Va-J 

lour and Courages were ta expect their 
 Stipend and Reward of ſo many Travel 
from Demetrius only, it nor being likely 
that the King would remunerate the Ser- 
vices they had done tor athers atherwik 
than with ſcorn and contumely. Shed: 
manſtrates to them the infinite Treaſure 
of Mxskovy, and the Greatneſs of the En- 
pire; and ailures them that the Great Duke 
would deny them nothing by whoſe fide: 
lity and fortitude he ſhouid be reſtoredt 
what had been fo cruelly uſurped tron 
him. The Souldiery being incenſe 
with theſe and the like Diſcourſes , th 
Dumen(tan Coſſacks immediately Icaveth 
the Camp to follow the fortunes of Dem: 
trizs. KRoſinski would hinder them 3 
they perſiltiag , endeayoured to bra 
through the Poliſh Horſe in their wa 
They topght, and twa thoutand fel

that Conflict on both ſides. Afeer this 
Fight, ſome ran 1nto the City, and ſome 
went to Demetrizs to Calyga, and the reſt 
remained with their Chieftain Zarxckz 1n 
the Camp. Some days after happened a- 
nother more grievous, but lefs bloody Se- 
dition, begun by the Poliſh Horſe, and 
which threatned all with ruine, The 
Cauſe of this Tumult was Murina's flight, 
who when ſhe had effeted what ſhe coutd 
with the Souldiers, omitting nothing to 
reconcile them to her own and her Huſ- 
bands Intereſt, and now ſecure of a great 
part of the Army, ſhe diſguited her felf in 
mans Apparel, and accompanied only with 
one Maid and a few Cof/acks, came ſafe to 
Caluea. Before (he parted, ſhe wrote a 
Letter to the Army, ha ihe left upon 
her Table in her Chamber, wherein ſhe 
tells them,. that ſhe was forced to retire 
from amongſt them, to ſave her Honour, 
her Fame, and her Life. She could ſuffer 
no longer the fait and opprovrious Lan- 
guage of that inſolent ang cGrunken fellow 
( meaning Roſrrshi,)) She invoked God, 
the Avenger of wrongs ; minds the Soul- 
diers of the Religion of their Vows : In- 
veighs againſt the flagitious perfidy ofher 
Adycrlaries 5 and finally, cxtolling the F13 
delity - 
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delity and Conrage of her Friends, bids 
them not only hope for, but aſſure them. 
ſelves of. all they could wiſh for from the 
Great Duke, as ſoon as he had recovered 
his Empire. The laſt word of the Letter 
was, Tpart. This Epiſtle being read, was 
like the ſounding of an Alarm, all being 
Full of tumult and horror. The Souldiers 
ran to their Arms, and in threatning 
Troops haſte to the Generals Feat, crying 


out, Is it ſo Roſinski, that by thy Pride 


and Debaucheries thou didlt force the i in- 
jured Mzring to follow her baniſhed 
Lord ? What Captains ſhall we now fol]- 
low ? Thee perftide, and betrayer of the 
Souldiery, who being bought and deluded 
by the vain promiſes of the Kings Emilla- 
ries, would{t deceive us of our Stipend, 
and the rewards of our. Labours ;,Reſtore 
to us our Princes, and try thou firſt that 
butchery thou doſt prepare for us. And 
therewith they made ſeveral ſhot with 
their Piſtols at him ; but he eſcaped that 
danger, though he could aot appeaſe the 
tumule ; neither would they any more be 
Commanded by him, but chuting one 
Tiskevicius for their General, prepare to 
follow Demetrizs their old Lord. For all 
this, 'the Chief Ofticers, and thoſe moſt 1n 

favour

fivour with the Souldiery, had by their 
diligence and Authority welnigh appeaſed 
theſe diſorders 5 which they had alſo pro- 
bably effccted,if new Commotions had not 
interven'd,upon new conliderations,to wit, 
that it was not ſafe to remain longer i in the 
Camp ſo diſtra&ted and divided, without 
Order or Diſcipline, and in f1 ioht of an E- 
nemy vigilant and intent upon every 0c- 
caſion. This hurried them into new Con- 
fuſions, and like ſo many Furies they all 
cry out they would immediately be gone 3 
and packing up their Baggage, fired their 
Camp, which tor the variety and Magnifi- 
cence of its Structures ſeemed another great 
City ; and being ready to march, mutually 
engaged to keep together till they came 
to Volock,, where every body ſhould beat 
liberty to diſpole of viel as he thought 
moſt for his advantage. Being come thi- 
ther, Sapiba and all his men reſolving to 
follow the fortune of Demetrin, went to 
Caluga to him. Aoſhi and Alexanddi 
Zbarowski with 4000 Boite and the Dy- 
nenhan Coſſacks , went to their King at 
Smolensho. And tnus this bone er wich 
had ſo long blocked up 1440, and had 
trampled upon the Empire two yea and 
would certainly have fubjugated both, 


was 
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was diſperſed in the beginning of March 
1610, by theill Counſe], and to the very 
great detriment of King S7giſpmnd ; for 
the Enemy being well-nigh broke with 
the long Siege of their Metropolitan, ga- 
thered new force and vigour upon the rai- 
{ing of it ;and the King, who might have 
proſecuted the War at the expence and 
danger of others, drew the whole burthen 
of 1t, as 1t were, voluntarily upon his own 
ſhoulders. | 

In the mean time, the Zxzshian Mnsko- 
vites, not ignorant of the difſentions in 
the Camp, began to hope well ; but lea- 
_ ving them to their diſcords,le(t by attempt- 
ing them the ſenſe of their common dan- 
ger might 'unite them, they turned their 
forces another way. They turned the 
Poles out of - Peraſlaw and Alexandria 
which lay there 3 drive $apiha from the 
Siege of Trozeze, and reduced all the pla- 
ces about the Yolgz into their power, But 
when the City it ſelf was delivered from 
their troubleſome Neighbours , then, as if 
they had broken their Fetters,o been deli- 
vered out of along Impriſonmeat,they re- 
aſſumed new courage and new vigour ; and 
havicſh in a ſhort time recovered moſt of 
the Provinces which revolted to them, 
they 
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they ſent the beſt part of their Army to 
follow Roſtnski, who had poſleſled him- 
| ſelf of Yoleck and the ſtrong Monaſtery of 
\ Ofippow. He was neceſlitated to ſtay there, 
by reaſon of the indiſpoſition his hurts had 
procured him. He kept with him 1500 
Poles and 400 Cofſacks, having ſent the 
reſt of the Army with Zbarowskz to the 
King. His health was much impaired, 
through his. daily toils and the ſmart of 
his 01d hurt; to which all(o. contributed the 
perturbation and grief of his mind,which 
his 111 Succeſſes had cfeated him, in that he 
had quitted 2/44ko with leſs Glory and 
Splendor than he had attempted it. Na- 
ture and itrength being decayed in him, 
he was overcome by the violence of his 
Malady ; and unable to reſiſt longer, was 
forced to {ubnit to the neceflity of his 
Fate, which deprived him of his life and 
hopes 1n aſtrange Country, which he had 
entred 1n Pomp and Triumph. 

Roſinski being dead, YVolviovins the 
Zuiskian General taking the occaſion of 
the diſtraction his loſs had bred amongſt 
the Garriſon, beſieged Yolock, and took it 
without much difticulty. 0ſ{/zpow detend- 
ed it ſelf better, in-ſo much that the Auxi- 
liaries from £wedez,being French, and de- 


{firous 
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firous to ſhety of what importance they 
were to their Party, having opened a paſ: 
{age into the Fortreſs with a Petard, were 


after a very bloody Afſlault baffled and. 


beaten off, But the place being more op- 
_ preſſed by wants from within,than by any 


force from the Eriemy from without, were | 


forced to yield to the neceſfity .of their 
condition ; but ſcorning a tame ſurrender, 
they reſolyed upon a Salley, and to take 
the hazard of that as their ſafeſt and laſt re- 
fuge: The obſcurgy of the night was 
Judged fitteſt for the Exployt ; which be- 
mg come, they refreſhed themſelves with 
the whole Proviſions of the place, and at- 
ter matual embracings and encouragement 
of each other, they ſet open their Gates, 
and made towards Sxolensko. Their 
Sally was furious, like that of men reſo]- 
ved to die, and they performed 1t with a 
Courage hurried on by deſpair , which 
made the Fight bloody, and the carnage 
oreat amongſt the Mwkovitesz but they 
abounding in their numbers, and not be- 
ing ſurprized upon this occaſion, killed 
moſt of the Poles, ſo that ſcarce 300 of 
them eſcaped 1n ſafety (and they were 

' I200 Who fallied out ) to Sigiſmmunds 
- Camp. 


The 
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The Mwrhovites raiſed with this variety 
of Succeſſes, formed to themſelves an Ar- 
my of 300comen, to web were added r000 
French, De la Garde's Germans, and 6000 
Suedes newly arrived under the Command 
of Count Edward Horn. Demetrizs after 
I his quitting the Camp lay with a few $4- 
pihans at Calyga; but they deſpiſing his 
{mall force, marched to therelief of $20- 
lencko. King Sigiſmund having no- 
tice of theſe preparations and their ap- 
proach , Commanded Staniſlaws Zolkie- 
vixs his General with 8000 choice men 
to ob{truct their paflage. The two Ar- 
mies engaged at Clyſtmum, where the 
Muskorites were again overcome by the 
Fatal Virtue of the Poles, 1n a great and 
memorable Battle. Butit coſt the Poles 
dear : for though their Right Wing had 
routed the Enemies Left, Commanded by 
Demetrizs Zuiski the Great Dukes Bro- 
ther z yet the other Wing, conſiſting of 
Germans and other Strangers, ſtood their 
ground, which they had chofen advanta- 
geoully amongſt ſhrubs and other rub- 
bage, 1n ſuch a place where the Enemies 
Horſe could not come up to charge them 
without much dificulty; but being well 
ſeconded by their Reſerves, they at laſt 
made ſo violent an impreſſion upon this 
Wing 
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Wing alfo, that it was put to flight. There 


remained yet the Main Body of Foot, 
made up of Germans and Swedes, which 
keptentirez and the Poliſh being recal- 
led from the purſuit, prepared to make a 
Charge upon them-; but they ſeeing them- 
ſelves abandoned by their Horſe, and left 
ſingly to the fortune of the day, many of 
their men likewiſe ſtealing from them and 
running to the Enemy, durſt not ſtand out 
the ſhock, but waved their Hats and hands 
about their Heads in figne of Parley; 
which being granted, and Hoſtages deli- 
vered, they ſurrendered themſelves, forall 
what [2 Grarde ({ who was newly returned 


from the flight, whileſt they were in Tres 


ty ) could intreat or do to the contrary. 
Thoſe Wings that had been defeated, ha- 
ving ralhed themſelves, returned allo to 
their Station, Upon a confidence their Foot 
had ſtood their ground ; but they came 
only time enough to be beaten over a- 
gain, the Poles having the purſuit of them 
till late in the night : and thus the Field 
being cleared of the Enemy, they had the 
entire Pillage of 1t, with all their Cannon 
and Baggage.

In the firſt 
place they feize upon and depoſe their 
Great Duke Baſli#s Znis kz, as the unhap- 
py Author of all their miſcarriages, and 
infamous for his Misfortunes, his Tyranny, 


.- and his Sorceries, with which they charged 


F him; and with a paſſion equal with that 
wherewith they had raiſed him to the 
Throne, they pulled him down again, and 
thruſt him into a Cloyſter ; giving at the 
| ſame time out, that they would ele Ul 
diſlaws, King $igiſmnnd's Son,Great Duke 
in his ſtead : propoſing by this means that 
they ſhould quit their hands of Dexzetrim, 
whom they equally ſcorned and hated ; 
take away the cauſe of the War in one in- 
ſtant, and compoſe their harraſſed Coun- 
try with ſuch a Government, that would 
_ immediately reſcue them from all other 
pretenſ1ons. They knew the Poles ( whom 
they naturally hated like emulous Neigh- 
bours ) would become ſecure by this Ele- 
_ Ction, and that they themſelves having 
breathed a while, and quit themſelves of 
the War, ſhould be able either to wo

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the Election of Uladiflaws, or remove 
him as obnox1ous to their Artifices, by rea 
ſon of his Childhood, in due time. They 
then propoſed to themſelves the choice ofa 
Prince of their own Blood and Manners,and 
the reverting of their Government 1nto its 
antient Channcl : all which hapned as they 
did defigne, and their Counlels laid upon 
profound Reaions of State, had a Succeſs 
accordingly, The Poles {way'd by a nea- 
ter [nterc(t than that of Deazetrizs, had no 
care of recruiting h's Party, but on the 
contrary prepared for the reinforcing of

In order whereunto ( upon this bare Pro- 

miſe of chuſing V/a4ifiaws for their Great 

Duke _) Zalkieviws ſent Froops to their 

Aid to detend them againſt Demetrizs;and 

following him{elt with the whole Army, 

be fate down on the Eaſt-fide of the City 

(Demetrizs his Camp being on the other ) 

and a while after the Gates being ſet open 

for him, he marched through the City,and 

encamped with all his forces near Deme- 

trizs his Camp. It was no hard matter. 
tor Zolkievixs to debauch the Sapihans, 

upon his engagement for the Publike Faith 

of the Kingdom of Poland to be given 


them for their Arrears ; o that they revolt- 
N 2 ed 
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ed unanimouſly to him. Demetrizs thus 
forſaken by them he confided moſt 1n, te- 
treated again to Calyga as an auſpicious 
place, for the ſhelter he had formerly re. 
ceived there. His moſt faithful Friends, 
if they had been obliged to his Fortune, 
not to him, did in this diſaſtrous junGure 
of his Afﬀairs expoſe him to his own de. 
ſpair. Zarnckz that courageous Leaderof 
the Dunenſjan Coſſacks , with Kaſtnowshi 
Prince of Tartary,his greateſt Confidenis 
did likewiſe leave him for atime, ſubnit- 
ting themſelves with thereſt to the will f 
the Conquereror. The Mxkovites be. 
ing freed from Demetrivs, would hav: 
reſpited the Election of their new Duke, 
but that there was no other choice now left 
them. They had an Army in their Boy: 
els, reſolved not to quit the City tul they 
ſaw their Prince ſeated upon the Throne, 
They therefore proceeded to the Election 
according to the uſual Ceremonies , cat- 


ting him, though abſent, to be Proclain-I| 


ed, and Fealty ſworn to him as Great 
Duke and Emperour, hiding all their ſecret 
aver{tons under the Maſk of Joy and Ac- 
 clamations:and that they might remove all 
{nhadow of fuſpition from themſelves, they 
dclivered the untortunate Baſelixs Zou 
WI 
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with his Brethren Joh and Demetrizs,into 
Zzolkievizs his hands 3 who allo engaged, 
x likewiſe the great Officers of his Army, 
tothe Rnſſrans, that the new Dake ſhould 
ſpeedily come to them , conſerve their 
Religion 1nviolable, and maintain all the 
Priviledges of the Nobility and People. 
And thns was the Government upon aſud- 
den tranflated into new hands.

F 4 diflaws choſen in his place, there was 
aſp lendid Embaily ſent to King S1igiſmnnd 
ki before Sxzolensho., with an account of 
what they had done. They were received 
with much Honour, many prime Courtt- 
es, and all the Horſe being ſent to meet 
them. Being introduced into the King's 
preſence, they humbly beſought him in 
the name of all the Orders of 14x5kovy, 
that he would be pleaſed to take them and 
their afflicted Country into his Royal pro- 
tection, They then ſollicite the ſpeedy 


" F diſpatch of the Prince to them, that in 


order to the compleating of their unant- 
mous Election , he might publikely be 
Crowned in the Royal City Great Duke 
and Emperour; and that they might en- 
joy'the comfort of his Preſence and Prote- 
ow They likewiſe brought with them 
N 4 the 
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the Conditions upon which he was to be 
xeccived; wherein the molt conſiderable 
were : That a General Amneſty and At of 
Oblivion ſhould be paſled, and all. their 
Laws and Cuſtoms confirmed and elta- 
bliſhed ; and that for the better {et- 
tlement of the Kingdom , their Duke 
mult abjure the Romiſh Profeſſion , and 
declare himſelf for the Greek Rites. The 
King having recerved their Meſſage, and 
not 1gnorant of the wilineſs and reſerves of 
that ſubtle Nation, was not wanting ina 
return ſutable to the occaſion. He told 
ther. that he did receive this Honour con- 
ferred upon his Son with great fatis- 
faction, which ſhould oblige him art all 
times to ferve their Country with his beſt 
Aids and Counſels. And as to the Trea- 
ty, relating to 1ts particulars, he did pur- 
poſe to give Zoalkievins (then upon the 
place ) full Inſtructions for the compleat- 
1g of 1t at their own homes. The Em- 
bailadors after this Anſwer, and having 
been ſ{imptnouily feaftted by the Prime 
Ofticers of the Court, with great and mu-

they elect his Son and not him, but that 
they ſhould be able when he had with- 
drawn his Forces out of their Land, to 
practiſe upon the unexperience of his Son 
by reaſon of his youth, and to juſtle him 
out of the Throne, to which they had rai- 
ſed him out of necefitty,not choice ? And 
on the other ſide, if the King ſhould for- 
bear to ſend him to them till he were of 
Age, they would take occaſion from this 
delay to transfer their Sutffrage upon ano- 
ther. He took a further Umbrage of 
their Delignes from the refuſal of the 
Garrifon of Sxzolenrsko to ſurrender their 
City 1n the name of Prince Ulad:-. 
flaws, though he were declared and pro- 
claimed Great Duke with the uſual Cere- 
monies : their excuſe was, that they could 
not own him by ſo publike an A, till he 
had been received in the Capital City, 
Crowned and Sworn to the maintenance 
of their Laws and their Protection. Zel- 
kievizs had many 1ll-willers about the 
King, who were not wanting to cheriſh 
theſe apprehen(ions of prejudice contraC(t- 


ed by him againſt the Ruſſzans; and ha- 


ving

ving gained the Kings ear, they inſtill'd 
new Counſels into him : That this EleGtion 
ot his Son was an affront, and an impoſing 
upon his Majeſty,inſtead of receiving Law 
from him : That he had by his Arms re- 
duced them to thole diſtreſſes, that they 
mult ſuddenly lay themſelves at his teet; 
whereas now they addrefled to him by 


their Embaſladors with Conditions not | 


only inglorious, but inconſiſtent with the 
{tate of his Affairs, and impoſitble for him 
to \ub{cribe to : And that upon the re- 
ducing of Smolensko, he might conſider 
himſelf as a Conqueror , and Rule that 
falle People by ſuch Laws as he ſhould 
judge ſutable to his Honour and Safety. 
But there were others of his Council that 
adviſed the preſerving of that Faith which 
Zolkievius had Sworn to them in his 
Name, and by his Approbation : That by 
confirming of that, he would 1n one day 
render himſelf Maſter of a vaſt Empire, 
which it migtit coſt him ſome years, beſ1des 
a great expence of Blood and Trealure to 
reduce. And they being an obſtinate 
people, might fall upon new Counſels, 
and cloſe with Demetrizs, whoſe Title 
would give him a trouble to relilt, as well 
upan the account of Reaian, as the power 


of. 
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of his Arms. For it was upon the pre- 
tence of aiding Demetrixs, that he inva- 
ded their land ; who being reſtored to the 
Throne, the King could have no more a 
fair colour to ſtay 1n it : That his Army 
might by this means be paid all their Ar- 
rears, as the Souldiers of Uladiſiaws the 
Great Duke, out of the Treaſures of Auſ- 
fa; whereas the Kingdom of Poland, if 


it fell to them to pay it, would grow un- 


eaſie under ſo intolerable a burthen :; That 
the practiſes of the Raſſzans might eaſily be 
eluded by ſeating UVladiſiaws upon the 
Throne with an able Council about him, 
who ſhould immediately provide pay for 
the Army, which they would not refuſe 
upon his firſt reception, and while it lay in 
their Chiet City : Andas to the Articles, 
they might be well enough evaded and de- 
layed, while more Recruits were coming 
out of Poland. But tho inv's mind be- 
ing prepolleſled,as if carried on by an irre- 
filtible Fate, adhered to the more violent 
Counſcls of ſuch as blew him up with a 
Punctilio of Honour, not to rue from be- 
fore Smolensko betore he had reduced it. 
having coſt him already above a - years 
Siege, and was now upon the point of a 
renditian, or betag forced. The King had 
raiſed

raiſed a Battery againſt it, but did not pro- 
ſceute his matters with that quickneſs, but 
that they within had time to make a deep 
Ditch, and to raife new Ramparts in op- 
poſition to the Battery : after which the 
Cannon began to play 3 which indeed 
laid flat a great part of the Wall, with two 
Flankers that ſtood next it : the Aſſault 
was made, but in vain, they being repulſed 
with great loſs. The Ruſſoans | in the mean 
time clamoured at this breach of the Trea- 
ty, which had been celebrated with the 
Solemnity of an Oath; and that contrary 
to the Law of Nations, their Embaſſadors 
were detained. Which the King juſtified 
upon this Reaſon, that they refuſed to 
give order to the Governour of Smolers- 
ko to ſurrender the Town in their Great 
Dukes Name; and which they excuſed, 
as not within iheir Inſtructions, 

The Affairs of Rx/ſzz hung thus in ſuf- 
pence for ſome time, the people not da- 
ring to do more than matter, while Zol- 
kievins and his Army lay enquartered 1:1 
their Chicf City. Demetrizs allo began 
to look up again, having ſheltered himſelf 
Wm Calzga, while he was reinforcing his 
Party, which was much countenanced by 
the return of Zaruckz and Prince Kazi- 
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mowski to him, whoſe reception by Kin 

S1giſmund bearing no proportion wit 

what they propoſed - to themſelves, Jeft 
him, and returned again to the Service of 
their old Lord. But Zolkzevizs diſdain- 
ing to bethus treated by the King, con- 
tracted violent diſcontents,in ſo much that 
taking the pretence of going to fetch the 
Prince to 14x5kos, he [eſe the Army 3 and 
palling by Smolensko, where he but ſalu- 
ted the King, heretired into Poland. The 
Ruſſians, after the Generals departure, un- 
deritanding that the King had refuſed ſend- 
ing his Son at. his interceſiton, that the 
captive Zzisk7#5's, together w ith thei: Em- 
'baſladors were ſent away - Priſoricrs into 
Poland, and that the King took 14pon him 
theAdminiſtration oftheAfairs of the Em- 
pire, putting new Officers into all the 
great places, and refuſing ft: own them as 
a State, prepared fora Revolt; to which 
the death of Demeirize did very cftectual- 
ly contribute. He had « little before,up- 
on ſome apprehenſtons of infidelity tn Ka- 
femonskz againſt him, cavſed him to be 
thrown into the River Occa, and drowned 
there; which the Tartars of his Guard fo 
far reſented, as to ſtudy a revenge. He 
was of late time uſed to divert his Melan- 
holy

Tholy with drinking, drowning, at leaſt 
ſteeping his cares in liquor: and having 
. been one day a hunting, he retired himſelf 
with ſome of his particular Friends to the 
enjoyment of this accuſtomed folace, when 
theſe enraged Tartars broke in upon him, 
and murthered him upon the place. Nei- 
ther did they eſcape Vengeance : for 1a- 
ring receiving this news with the moſt 
violent apprehenſion in the world, and 
laying aſide all reſpe& to her Quality, be- 
Ing tranſported with grief and rage, ſhe 
ran into the Streets, calling to every per- 
ſon ſhe met, either to revenge the Mur- 
ther of her Lord, or by the ſame cruelty 
to.do an act of Charity towards her, in de- 
 livering her from that loathed burthen of 
her life. The Coſſacks inflamed by the 
Prayers and Tears of this great Lady, fell 
with ſuch fury upon the Tartars, that they 
ſacrificed two hundred of them to Deme- 
trizs his Manes, Marina's grief, and their 
ownreſentments. This ſecond Demetrivs 
after his death, was by all hands admitted 
_ tobe an Impoſtor. Moſt would have him

'was not without his/ Intelligence of theſe 
Menes, bat choſe rather to diilemble his

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lice, with the Ware-houſes: of the weal- 
thieſt Merchants ; propoſing to him-

ther upon occaſion. Garzoxskz had ſcarce 
finiſhed his Works, when the Aaſſzas ſup- 
plying by their malice what they warited 
12 conduct; being carried on as it were by 
the weight of their nurtiber,drawn together 
by the ringing of their Bells, the third 
day after Palm-Sunday tnade a furious Af. 
fault upori the Enemy in their boſome; 
The Poles oppoſed Deſpair and Diſcipline 
to their confuſed multitudes, and were fo 
ſucceſsful in it, as to kill 6000 upon the 
place without ariy conſiderable loſs ; and 
proſecuting that advantage by firing that 
part of the City next them, they deſtroy- 
ed multitudes of Houſes, Women, Chil: 
dren, Gogdds, and helpleſs People, by the 
aid of that raging Element: The day 
following, Gariousk; commanded the 
Suburbs on the other ſide of the River 
1oſcha to be burnt, becauſe that Struſtas, 
who was haſtening to the relief of his 
Countreymen with his Regiment from 
Moſaiſto, was retarded there by the Inha- 
bitants: The City tamed thus by Fire and 
Sword, rejecting the fault upon ſome few, 
petitioned for pardon, and had it without

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preat difficulty,the Poles not beirigin a cons 
dition to do more than ſecure their own 
Quarters, though they had gained well tg 
bring the Enemy to aſk quarter of them. 
[t was neither compunction 1n the one; 
nor kindneſs in the other, that begat this 
alm ; for the Inhabitants upon the ad- 
rance of Lepazow with Zarucki and Proſo- 
peck; with an Army of to0000 men, 
joyned with them, forcing the Poles into 
their Works, where they were beſieged, 
ave on one paflage over the River, which 


they kept open a long time, and by which 


they got in their Proviſions, and made fre-

All this while King $7g:/mmntd lay im- 
tioveable at the Siege of Smolensko, 
which dured longer than he had fancied 5 
but what was worſe, the Souldiers grew 
meaſte for want of Pay, clamouring in 
ſuch ſort, that he was in much dread of a 
Mutiny. He had no Moneys, neither did 
he know how to compaſs any without a 
Convention of the States of his King- 
dom; and this he was put upon to calm 
the Souldiers, who were prevailed with 
to expect the determinations of that Aſ- 


kmbly with patience. Burt the King, that 
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no Objection "mightlie upon him for not 
having made all imaginable Attempts for 
gaining the place, reſolved upon a general 
Aſſault before he left the Leaguer to go to 
the Convention, which he had appointed 
in September following, The Atlault was 
contrived to be made before day-break, 
and was carried on accordingly with lels 
notice, or indeed expectation of the Enc: 
my than was imagined; for the Souldiers 
had without great oppoſition raiſed three 
Ladders upon the Wall before it was light, 
upon the 13th of June.

ay Moveables, and retired with them into the

© zine of Powder ; and putting fire to 1t,de- 
cy ftroyed themiclyes with a more than. 84- 
VE guntincdclpair, for fear of perithing. Se- 
"B br Palatine and Governour of the Town 
'F with 15 more,got into a little Tower upon 
F the Wall, where, though all was loſt, he 
Y | bravely defende: {him(clt telling theEnemy, 
'S that he relolved to die ratter "than render 
2 himſelf, unleſs to ſome Chief Ogicer. He 
5 had been exemplary for his crucity to ſuch 
as were taken upon any Salltes, . which 
gave the Poles a particular hatred for him 5 
'f and he dreaded yorle than death falling 
O37 into 
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jato their hands : but word being brought 
to Potockz, who was near that Quarter, he 
came tothe place, to whom the Palatine 
and his fifteen Camerades yielded them: 
ſelves upon Parole , Priſoners of War, 
And thus was this great City, which had 
been the labour of almaſt two years, taken 
in leſs than two hours time, with the lok 
only of eight Genmans. The gaining of 
the place was juſtly attribnted to the ſuc- 
ceſs of Novodwoskis Petar ; that attempt 
of ſcaling the Walls being wholly deſpe- 
rate, andin which the Afjailants muſt in- 
evitably haye periſhed. Sa ſoqn as the 
poſſeſſion of that place was ſecured, there 
was a ſtfic& Command to give Quarter 
only the Pillage of the Town was conſign- 
ed to the Souldiers, as the reward of their 
labours ; but they not agreeing in the di- 
+ ſtribution of it, the Booty was ordered to 
be brought into one place, whereby the 
dividend might be more equal ; but a fire 
by ſome accident happening, « conſumed all 
"i Wealth,with a great part of the City; 
There was found i in the Magazines a pro- 
ortion of Corn and other Military Pro- 
viſions ſufficient for three years longer:Men 
were only wanting, they being waſted 

! from n near 70000 to > about 8000 fighting 
menz 
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men; but however, had they notheen more 
conquered by their own fears than the 
wer of the Enemy, they had certainly 
made good the place againſt this Al- 
ſult. 

The King having appeaſed his Army, 
faſted them three whole days together ; 
in the ſolace of which, and the refle&tion 
of their Viory, they buried all their for- 
mer regrets and diſcontents, And he ſup- 
poling he ſhould naw appear more ad- 
rantageoully to his own Subje&s, had a 
preater appetite of being at the Aſſembly 
than before, propoling to himſelf; that 
Crowned with the Palms of this Congueſt, 
he ought to ſhew himſelf in Triumph ta 
his people : adding this Error to the for- 
mer (as if ſwayed by ſome ſecret Fatality) 
he turned his back upon his new Acqui- 
ſitions, to receive the Hatteries and accla- 
mations of his Polifh Subjedts. And thus 
he yet again ſuffered the vaqquiſhed Em- 
pire of 14u5kopy to {lip ont of his hands : 
for if he had proſecuted his Victory, and 
had carried the Terror of his Arms, and 
the reputation of his Succeſs tas the Impe- 
rial City, where his men diſputed his Inte- 
reſt with great courage, againſt the 
multitude t that oppreſſed them, and where 

O 4 he 
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he had a conſiderable Party amongſt the 
Ruſſians themſelves, it is more than pro- 
bable that he had not only kept the City 
in his power, but by the Example of it 
have compelled the reſt of the Provinces 
to receive his Diftatcs at pleaſure. But 
he, by an ill computation of his Afﬀairs, 
and that unhappy cun&tation which loſt 
him his Hereditary Kingdom of Sweden, 
loſt now alſo the Monarchy of 145hovy : 
For as ſoon as the Beſieged and Beſicgers 
at M5ho had notice that he was FOne, it 
had different effects upon them. The Ar- 
my from without grew confident , re- 
peating their Attempts upon the Poles; 
who looking upon themſelves as expoſed, 
began to contrive for their own ſafety; and 
taking a pretence from their want of pay 
( but the true reaſon was a deſpair of Re- 
licf) they demanded their diſmiſſion. 
The Afſembly of the Eſtates at 1Var/ow 
was held with the uſual Ceremony, but 


unuſual Pomp, the King being received as, | 


a Conqueror, with all imaginary Congra- 
tulations for the reducing of Smolensko, 
and adding fo fair a Province to their 
Commonwealth. Zolkzevizs his Triumph 
was Memorable and Maynificent: for Deng 
attended by a gallant and numerous Car.

ery: he was followed by Baſl:us Zuidv" 
ki late Emperour of A/##4kovy, who was 
clad inared ſilk Veſt, and ſeated in a high 
Chariot betwixt his two Brothers, that he 
might be ſeen of all men. They rode thus 
to the Senate-houſe, where being admit-" 
ted,Zolkievins preſented the Captive Prin- 
ces tothe King and Aſſembly ; and ing 
graye and ſct Speech, having magnified 
the Majeſty of the Commonwealth, and 
the adverſe Fortune of the Priſoners, made 
no ſcruple to parallel the Conqueſt of theſe 
Illuſtrious Captives to the moſt renowned 
Examples of former Ages. After this, the: 
Zuiskis were confined to Goſton-Caltle, 
where they were Royally treated, though 
Baſilizs impatient of his Fetters, and not 
able to ſupport the weight of his ſorrows, 
died ſoon after, and was privately buried 
betwixt Warſow and Thorn, where he allo 
repoſed till the end of the War ; at which

Aſhes, who likewiſe died there, were at” 
the interceſſion of the Mu kovitiſh! Embal- 
ſadors tranilated out of Poland. to the 
Tomb of their Anceſtors, In the mean 
time, King Sigiſmmnd, ta perpetuate the 
Memory of {0 great a Victory, cauſcd it to 
be i aka in Tables of Marble , and.

And 
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And this was theend of Baſilins Zuic kz, 
who having by many extraordinary AQti- 
ons raiſed himſelf tq the Throne, enjoyed 
it no more than his Predeceſlor , either 
long or quietly. He had to do with an 
unſtable People, hurried from one extreme 
to another 3 and being of a jealous na- 
ture, had recaurſe to Witchcrdfis and In- 
cantations, endeavouring by the help of _ 
I Sathan to preſerve what he had gained by 
improving the yiolent humour ai the g1d- 
dy multitude. And his Wizards furniſh- 
ing him with Diſcoveries of the unfaith- 
fulneſs of ſome about him, or he pretend- 
ing ſuch Diſcoveries, to oratifie his fears, 
put many eminent Perſons to death; pro- 
poſing to ſettle that Daminion by Blood 
and Fraud, the fawe Arts whereby he had 
obtained it. And his nature by trequent 
practiſes being hardened in cruelty , he 
cauſed three of his moſt faithful Servants 
and Friends to be made away, only be- 
cauſe their names were Michael ; for he 
had been told by his Soothlayers, that one 
of that name ſhould Succeed him in the 
Empire ( which proved true, for all his 
barbarous precaution ) which hurried him 
upon doing thoſe horrid things that hardly 
any Story can parallel, He would tear up 
| the 
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the Wombs of great-bellied women, and 
rip\open the breaſts of the mettled{t Hor 
ſes, for-the immature fruit of the one, and 
the hearts of the other, wherewith he 
uſed to make his. Diabolical Infufions ; as 
well to charm the Poles whom he could not 
overcome, as his Rebel-Subjects. whom he 
could not bring to their Duty. But no 


Magick is of power againſt the Provi- | 


_ dence of God, whichafter a ſhort; turbu- 
lent Reign, removed him from the Throne 
to a Priſon, where he ended his. days. 
The Method of our Tragick Hiſtory 
doth 1nvite us back to 14549, : to. obſerve 
the actions of that place; but Zolkzevins, 
whoſe Army we left there, having in the 
ſucceeding courle of his life rendered him- 
ſelf famous upon the account. of many En- 
terprizes, eſpecially his unparallel'd Retreat 


at Cicora trom the Txrks, a ſhort digreſſion | 
as to his Afﬀairs may not be wholly 1m-. 


pertinent.z wherein I ſhall obſerve my ac- 
cultomed brevity,to relate only matter of 
fact, and ſa retura to where we left. 
Staniſlaws Zolkiewski ( the Siraames of 
moſt of the Poliſh Nobility doend in 547 ) 
a Perſon of an eminent extraction,dedica- 
ted himiclt to Arms ſo ſoon as he was well 


able to wield them, making his firſt Ape 
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prentiſhip under that Great Chancellour, 
and greateſt Captain that Poland hath pro- 
duced for many Ages, Joh» Zamoyskizwho 
at the famous Battle of Bycz7z, which de- 
cided the conteſt between $7igi/zmnd and 
Maximilian concerning the Crown, mn 
favour of the former, had the Honour to 
Command the Right Wing of Zamoyskz's 
Army, to the deteating of that Enemy 
{that oppoſed him; in which encounter he 
received a fore wound in the Knee. His 
Conduct in that Adventure raiſed him in 
ſhort time after to the Preferment of being 
Lieutenant-General of the Kingdom ; du- 
ring which Command, he was employed 
againſt the Rebellious Coſſacks, whom aſ- 
ter many doubtful Fights he reduced to 
his own Terms, of delivering up their Ge- 
neral ( a Plebcian, but of great Condu&.) 
with three other of their Principal Officers 
into his hands. He defeated the Swedes at 
Revel: And afterwards being made Gene- 
_ ral, hedid beat the Kyſſzans at Clupnum, 
entred Mntko, forced. Demetrizs to. quit 
his Siege, and led away the Emperour 
- - Zuiskz and his two Brothers Captive with 
him 'into Poland, as we. have former} 
-_ mentioned ; and likewiſe. that he left the 
"Army 1n 4#4%o-upon diſcgntent,. by rea- 
he {on 
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ſon $7giſ/-rund refuſed to ratifie the Artic 
cles which Zolkievizs by his direQions 
had in his nameſworn to: | 

Being 70 years of Age, he was created 
Great Chancellor of Poland: He repreſſed 
the Tartars in theit Invaſion at Orimiz : 
anda while after tharched with his Army 
into oldavid itt aid of Gratian the Vay: 
vod againſt the Turks,that oppreſſed him to 
ſo great anextremity, that he came in to 
Zolkievins but with fix hundred Horſe ; 
but fo fatally negligent ; that he could 
give no account of the Enenies number 
orforce; even in hisown County ; ſo that 


the General had nothing certain of them, | 


till he ſaw theni cover the Camtpairza about 
him with their numerous hoaſt; He him- 
ſelf had encamped upon the Plains of Ci- 
cora, determining in that place to attend 
their motion; This was in Sept. 1620: 
The Tartars, who had joyned with the 
Turks upon this occaſton, having taken 
ſome Chriſtian Priſoners, gained from them 


an account of the Chriſtian ſtrength, 


Which did not exceed 10000 effective 
men : whereupon they drew up within 
view of them, with an Army of double; 


their number, led by their Commander 


Carntirir Murſe. A& tew hours after, they 
| wer 
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were followed by £kznder Baſſa General 
bf the Txrks and of the War, who pitcht 
his Tents near thoſe of his Confederates 
ivithin view of the Chriſtians. 
The Poles contained themſelves within 
their Trenches; till a Squadron of Cof/achs 
who had the out-Guard, encountred that 
of the Tartars, whom after a ſmart diſpute, 
they forced to a Retreat z but being re- 
lieved by theif own men, they turned ups 
on the Chriſtians, purſuing them up to 
their very Trenches, where they alſo be- 
ing ſeaſonably reinforced, oppoſed the 
prevailing Enemy with ſo great Succeſs, 
that having Killed a great number, they 
chaſed then 1fhto their Main Body ; but g1- 
ving no Quatter, did conſequently x. 
no Priſoners, and ſo made no diſcovery of 
the Enemies ſtrength 3 in ſo much that 
Zolkievias making his computation by 
what appeared 1n view, and finding his 
Army cheartul upon the Succeſs of that 
days Action, reſolved to put all upon the 
fottune of a Battle. That night there 
came to the Tarkiſb Camp Sultan Galed 
the Great Chams Brother, with a freſh Ar- 
iny of 30000 choice Souldiers, whereof 
Polkievizs had no knowledge ; and there-

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day before, he drew out his whole Army | 


early the next marning, being the 19th of 
Sept.1620. and rariging then in Battalia, 
ſtrengthened both Wings with Fotts made 
of his Waggons and Carriages, cloſed to- 


gether on all ſides, and filled with Foot 


and Cannon , ſo that the Enemy could 
make no advantage of their numbers to

keeping within the protedtion of their 
Forts on the Jett Wing, were no longer a- 
ble £6 ſuſtain the Impreſſion of thoſe mul- 
titudes that {warmed upon them : they 
therefore faced about, and breakils 
through thoſe Squadrons of Tartars Who 
had got between them and the Camp, 
made thetr retreat in reaſonable good or- 
der : the Barbarians being checked in their 
Purſuit by the Forts before-mentioned, 
which were {till defended by the Poles. 
That on the Right Wing was violently 
aſſaulted by the Enemy, who killed three 
hundred of the Defendants, and took four 
of their Field-Pieces ; 1 neither had their 
Succeſs reſted there , but that the Chriltt- 
ans not wanting to themſelves in that ex- 
tremity, advanced with their beſt Troops 
to their relief, forcing the Infidels; after a 
hot diſpute, to a confuſed Retrcar. The 
Fort or Caſtle on the other Wing was left 
-unattempted ; and night drawing on, the 
"Enemy, after” # kind of drawn Battle,

their Tents. The reſt of that night and 


the following day were paſt without any 
Attempt on either ſide. The Poles in the 
meari time went to counſel, what was to 
be done upon this preſſing occaſion;web be. 
ing of an extfaordinary nature, they were 
able to fall upon no probable Reſolutions, 
During this time of theit Conſultation, 
there wasa report ſpread about the Camp, 
of a purpoſe in the Chief Officers to ſteal 


away from the Army; which put the Þ| 
Souldiers into confuſion, till they were 


undeceived by the generous profeſſions of 
their Leaders, who vowed to live and die 
with them: Zolkzevizs propoſed in Coun: 
ci], that they ſhould the next day try the 
fortune of another Battle, wherein they 
might eaſily corre& the errors of the for- 
mer day ; and being now 1nforriied of their 
_ own and the Enemies ſtrength, they could 
better lay hold of ſuch advantages as 
ſhould occur, having failed more in Con- 
duct than Courage ; and if the Succeſs of 
[the next day ſhould not anſwer the At- 
tempt, they might then think of retiring 
towards the confines of their Countrey , 
where they ſhould beſure. to. meet with 
new Supplies for the further 7 | 

Ol 
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f the War: The very mention of another 
hom ſurprized- many of the Great Per- 
ſotis, eſpecially Alexander Kalinowshz, 
Diike Coreckzi, and Nicholgs Struſe, three 
of the moſt emirfent Lords in the Army, 
who maligning the Command of Zolkze- 
viws, were the more apt to oppole his 
Couniels, eſpecially 1 in this jundure, which 
muſt bring their lives to an apparent ha- 
zard. They thercfore abſolutely decla- 
red againſt it, and that there was no ſafe- 


ty but ita ſudden flight 5 by which means 


they might avoid death, or a Tyrkiſh Bon- 
dage, which was yet more terrible : and | 
beilg reſolved to put the Counſels they 
had given in execution that night , they 
took the firſt opportunity after the Watch 
was fet, to quit the Camp, propoſing to 
themſelves, that by the favour of the dark- 
neſs they might get over the River Prat, 

which covered the Rear of the Camp, be- 
fore the Enemy could take the Alarm of 
their departure. Gratian the Yayvod, for 
whoſe preſervation the War was underta- 
ken, went away with them ; and having 

by the number of their Train and Depen- 


tants made a conſiderable Party, they con- 


cluded themſelves of ſtrength able, by the 
advantage of the night, to break through

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.all oppoſition. There was a ſecond Ry- 
mour ſpread about in the Army, that the 
General himſelf was likewiſe gone 5 which 
. bearing terrour with it , the 1nferior .Off- 
cers and Souldiers weregpon preparation 
_ for their flight alſo; whereof he having 
ſpeedy notice, mounted on Horſback, and 
cauſing many lighted Torches to be carri- 
ed before him, | cine himſelf to his Soul- 
diers ;z ſurrounded the Quarters, ſpoke to 
every one he met, and animated all with 
his preſence and chearfulneſs. He added, 
That he could not be guilty of ſo nefariou 
a Treaſon, as to deſert ſo many brave mien, 
. his fellow-Souldiers ; they had ſerved tu 
Jong under his Command,to conceive their 
General capable of ſo wretched an ad, as i 
fully all his Honour by ſo ſordid a Retreat, 
That for his part he had no other conſidera 
tion for his life, but in order to their pre- 
ſervation 5 and ſince ſome ( he must con- 
Teſs, eminent Perſons ) had preferred that 
to all ſence of Honour, he was glad thiy 
, were gone, hoping they had carried away 
with them that infedtion of Cowardize, 
which might have tainted the whole Army, 


He alſo would wiſh them a good Journey, 


' provided they would tell the King and ſuch 


of their Friends that ſhould enquire after| 


4 hem, 
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them, that they had abandoned the Army 
aud their General in the Plains of Cicora, 
engaged againsit theirs and the Common E- 


I vemy of Chriſtianity. Zolkievins, though 


he had harangued his Souldiers in theſe 
kind of Terms, and with a ferene Coun- 
tenance, yet had he much ado to compoſe 
thoſe minds which were agitated with ter- 
ror and fear ; who could not be perfiwaded 
toreturn to their Duty, until a fence of the 
danger of their diſobedience obliged them 


toit. But they were wholly confirmed 


by the 11] Succeſs of thoſe who had deſert- 
ed them, who by their degenerous flight 
had haſtened, not prevented their ruine. 
For in paſling the River, which was ra- 
ther rapid than deep, many ofthem miſſing 
the Ford, were overwhelmed in it. Ka 
linowsk;z himſelf periſhed in the ſtream ; 
and ſuch as got over, at leaſt moſt of them, 
were knacked in the head by the Tartars, 
who had the Guard of that Poſt. Grati- 
an and his Mldavians being skill'd in the 
Paſlage and ways, got clear off; but being 


"purſued by his 11] Fate, had the recom- 


pence of -his infamous flight rewarded up- 
on him by the perhdy of his own Servants, 
who- murthered their Lord, to pollet3 


themſelves of what Treaſure he had

"They had loſt many of their Horſes, and 
more died daily for want of Forrage: they 
were harrafſed with duty, and had no 
| hopes of relief from Poland, being beſieged 
by a barbarous Enemy,ready every moment 


( at leaſt in their apprehenſion ) to ſtorm | 


their Camp : their Proviſions were ſhort, 
and no pollibility of Supplies from with- 
out, all the fides of their Camp be- 
1ng. inveſted: ſo that it was impoſlible 
for them to (ub {t for want of Food, 
Ja" expectation of ſuccour from their 
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pwn Country, Neither had the King, by 


reafon of the interruption of the Paſlages, 


J received but one Letter from Zolkievins, 
when 1 It was too late, wherein he gave him 


4n account of his condition, and how he 


{ had been unſeaſonably abandoned by ſome 


of the Army, This was the ſtate of Af- 


fairs in the Camp, while the Enemy with- 
I out lay cloſe upon them; and computing 


the diſtreſſes and diſorders within, by the 
deſertion of thoſe that had left them, they 
were much raiſed in their hopes, delpili ing 
all propoſals and overtures of quitting the 


I place : In ſo much that upon the 22th of 


September the whole Turkiſh Army was 
drawn up before the Camp, threat- 
ning a general A{{ault, unleſs they 1mme- 
drately furrendred at diſcretion. ' On 
the 23th they did the like 3 and on the 
26th the Gale or Prince of Tartary ap- 
proaching nearer the Trenches, was met by 


Duke Coreckz upon Parole, who propoſed 


to him an exceflive ranſom for himnIf and 
fome few with him ; and deſcending to 
fome particulars for a rendition of the 
Camp, only that the Souldiers might 
march away with their Swords, the Tar- 
tariarn left him in ſcorn and anger, and 
clapping his hand upon his Sable, bid him 
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expect no other conditions than what the. 


ſharpneſs of that would afford him. _ Zol- 


kievins having throughly. computed 
the ſtate of his Afﬀairs, reſolved to quit 


the Camp; and haying ordered all things |

Camp to move, and that no man ſtirred 
out of his Rank, they ſtood amazed at the 
Novelty ; and the night being ſo near,they 


1 durſt dono more but ſend out ſmall Par- 
I ties to obſerve their motion. And ſo - 


they marched two Moldaviſh Miles that 
night without any diſorder, fave what 


I they received at the paſlage of a Lake ; 
| which was ſupplied well enough,in reſpe& 


they were not eagerly preſſed upon by the 
Enemy. On the 3oth of Septewber,s kin- 
der Baſſa aſlaulted the Camp on all ſides 


with his united Forces ; but being repelled 


with great loſs, they marched yet two 
Moldaviſh Miles more that night. A Afol- 
viſh Mile 1s more than a German. 

On the firlt of PFober , the Camp be- 
ing lodged near a great Paol , continu- 
ed there that whole day and the night 
following. The Infidels did extremely 
gall them from the other fide of the Wa- 
ter with their ſhot, and from the open ſide 
by their Excurſtons ; but were bravely re- 
pulſed with great {laughter of their men.

They had ſtrengthened their 
Camp. by the Neighbourhood of a Ri =

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But $k7nder Baſſa conlidering that by theſe 
Marches by night, the Prey might {lip out 
of his hands and ſenſible of the diſgrace 
that would attend him to ſuffer it, reſol- 
yed to make an Attempt at the hazard of 
his whole Army 3 and conſequently gave 
order for a general Aſſault. But being 
the Tartars were not ſo forward as he ex- 
petted, having been ſo many times baffled, 

rearing the difficulty by reaſon of the 
poſture of the Camp, ſeated upon the ad- 
vantage of the River, by the help of which 
they would be able to bring more hands 
| to the defence of thoſe parts that were aſ- 
ſaultable ; but the enraged Baſ/a impati- 
ent of Arguments, turned haltily to his 
Janizaries And are you alſo affrighted 
with the greatneſs of the danger & ſaid he, 

Andwill you ſuffer this handful of men to Wo 
out of your hands for want of a vigorows 
Attempt upon them & But they cried out, He 
ſhould not reproach but Command them, for 
nothing was terrible to them but the anger 
of their General. The reſt of the Turks 
ſway'd by this Example, would be of the 
Party, prompted by an Ambition to dothe 
Service with their own hands, without the 
aid of the Tartars. And armed with 
theſe Reſolutions, they aflaulted the 
i, Camp 
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Camp from all their Quarters; and preſſed 
on by a mixture of ſhame and fury, broke 
in 'upon it in one place, carrying their | 
terror 1nto the Bowels of their Enemy, | 
maugre all the reliſtance made againſt | 
them. All their former diſputes and con- 
flicks ſeemed but ſport to this. The Turks 
hurried on by their Principle of Predeſti- | 
nation, added toa zeal of gratifying their I 
General, made havock of their lives to 
preſerve the footing they had gained in the 
Camp, doing more than men in proſecu- 
tion of the advantage. The Chriſtians 
armed with a native courage, inflamed | 
yet by their deſpair, did more than they : 
for deſpiling their multitudes, and reſolving 
to conquer or die,they made a charge upon 
thoſe who had entred, with a fury ſutable | 
to the con{titution of their Afﬀairs;and for- 
cing them back,and upoa thoſe that follow- ! 
ed, made them contribute to their own dil- | 
orders, in ſuch ſort, that not being able to 
rally,they were repell'd with agreat {laugh- | 
ter. And having clear'd themſelves from this | 
'violent ſtorm,they continued their march | 
that evening alongſt the Banks of the Ri- 
-ver for three - Miles, the enemy coaſting 
them on the other (ide with an equal pace. 

OGob. 5. The Tartars having -got before 


them | 
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them the day before, lay directly ir their 
way; but they carrying with them the re- 
ſolution of ſurmounting every difficulty, 
and grown {ſkilful in this new kind of 
March, broke through all the reſiſtance 
made againſt them 3 though not without 
ſome diſorder 1n their Rear, occaſioned by 
the fears of the Waggon-men, which ren- 
dred them leſs exact and faithful in their 
charge. But by the valour and condud& 
of Zemberg, who commanded in that part, 
the Enemy was repulſed; and the diſorder 
being repaired, they performed a March of 
two Miles that day. | 

OFob. 6. They till advanced, and like 
a wedge of Iron divided their paſlage 
through the numerous Squadrons of the 
Enemy, who clouded their very fight with 
their ſhowers of Shot and Arrows : but 
ſeeing they could make no impreſſion upon 
them, they burnt up and deſtroyed all their 
graſs and forrage in their way, whereby 
they were extremely incommodated, and 
by reaſon whereof, and their often Skir- 
miſhes, they were that day able to march 
but one Moldaviſh Mile.

The ſame plague being ſpread over the teſt 
of the Army, infected the whole in a mo- 
ment with 1ts contagion : whereupon the 
Carters, Waggon-men, Pedees,and Servatits 
imploy'd about the Carriages,unlooſed the 
Horſes; to ſerve themſelves by flight upon 
J them; ſothat the whole Fabrick and Ma- 
chine of the Camp being diſſolved, they 
could move no further. There was yet 
| another cauſe: (at leaſt contributary ) to 
theſe Evils: Upon the departure of Gra- 
tizn and other Fugitives from the Camp at 
Cicora, the Raſkaltty of the Army, with a 
mixture of Souldiers; robbed arid plunder- 
ed their Tents and Lodgings 5 whereof the 
Officers 1n that juncture durſt not be over- 
inquiſitive ; but being got on the Banks of 
the River Tire, they began to ſpeak of it 3 
and Kozinkspolsk; the Lieutenant-Gene- 
tal had that very evening ( improvidently 
enough) let fall ſome threatning exprefit- 
ons concerning it. The number of the 
guilty being many, they began to think of 
their proper ſafety, and the avoiding that 
puniſh-

puniſhment; which if they ſtood to it 
would fall upon them ; they therefore ir 
great numbers fled away from theit friends 
as well as their foes.

ving begun a Tumult upon this occaſion, |

The con- | 
fuſion was ſo great, that Zolkievizs and 


the chief Officers about him could not be 


heard ; the variety of noiſes, with the ap- | 
prehenſion of the danger, and the dark-._ 


neſs of the night, rendring the Army deaf 
to all his Commands and Orders, The 


Tartars being by their Scouts advettiſed of | 
theſe Tumules; failed not to haſten thither; | 
and working upon the advantage giver | 


them by the Poles, prepared to it by their 
own feats, fell in among them with ſhouts 
and terror. Zolkievizs had Commiand- 
ed, that for the better ſafety of the Quar- 
ters, and encouraging, of the Souldiers, all 
men ſhould quit their Horſes, and march on 
foot ; wherein himſelf was the firſt exam- 
'ple;z which was the reaſon that ſo many 
.of the Chief Commanders fell, and were 
.taken in that encounter : for when the 
.Rout was become ſo univerſal, that all re- 
fiſtance was to no purpoſe, they periſhed 
-upon the place;for want of Horſes tocarry 


them | 
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them off, except ſuch as eſcaped by ſwim- 
ming, and ſo got awiy. Zolkzevins his 
Son, with his Nephew and Stru{zs, the 
two former being weak of their Wounds, 

-{ and forſaken by their Coachmen, were 
made Priſoners, arid preſented to the Tar- 

L tarian Galea. Zolkievius had before ta- 
ken an eternal Farewel of his Son, and thea 
having made a ſhort Confeſſion to his 
Ghoſtly Father, was loſt in the confuſion, 
but found dead next morning upon the 
ſkirts of the Camp : ſome fay, he cauſed 

; I himſelf to be killed by one of his Follow- 
| ers, a Coſ/ack, chuſing rather to periſh with 
his Army, than fall into the Enemies 
hands, or ſurvive his own glory; But the 
Wounds in his Sword-hand, on his Face, 
and Breaſt, and a Tartarianr laid dead a- 
long by him, ſeem to declare that he was 
killed fighting. However it was ; $kz#- 
der Baſſa cauſed his Head to be cut off and 
fixed upon a Pike,expoſing it for that day 

to the view of his whole Army ; and after- 
wards to be ſent to the Grand Seignior his 
Maſter, as a Teſtimony of his Victory: 
The Lieutenant-General, Coreckz, the 
young Zolkzievixs, with the other Priſo- 

|| ters of Quality, were ſent to Conſtantino- 
| ple, where after a three years imprifon- 
' ment 
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ment they were ranſomed, and returned to 
their own Country. And thus, like a 
Ship after a long voyage ſunk in the 
harbour , Zolkzevizs, having through all 
the accidents of his Life 
larly from the Qpality o 


there any thing wanting to compleat his 
Glory, beſides the Succeſs of this Retreat, 


which was reduced to that point, that | 


there wanted but two houts. ſpace toren- 


der him eminent amongſt the moſt illuſtri- } 


ous Captains of Antiquity. 

It is held of all hands, that the moſt dif- 
ficult part of Military Service is in the 
right conduct of a Retreat; and it may 
be judged hard meaſure to deny Zolkie- 
viszthe Honour of having acquitted him- 
ſelf well in that particular, ſince he had 
brought it within view of the Harbour : 
but as the Honour of the Succeſs would 
have been entirely his had he proſpered, 
ſo. his Memory muſt be patient of this 
Cloud drawn over the luſtre of it, by the 
failing of ſome mean Officer in omitting to 
give the Signal of his March, But begs

J ill offices : but finding that Infection to 


work ſlowly, they corrupted ſome of his 


neare(t Servants, who by the Infuſion of 
JPoyſon in his Drinks , deſtroyed him ſud- 
denly 3 fo that he did not long ſurvive the 
unfortunate Zo[kjevizs : being in this more. 
Junfortunate, that he died in the quality of 
a Criminal], and that no certain account 
can be given of him, but that he died in 
the year 1620. _ 

And having by this digreſſion given the 
Reader a ſhort ſurvey of this Freat Action, 
which wanted only one moment more of 
bucceſs to render 1t the moſt glorious that 
any Age had produced; we will return to 
the continuation of our Hiſtory where we 
kft, which was the condition of the Pol:/b 
Garriſon in the Palace of Mntko ; who 
being grown weary with their unprofitable

J fiſtance, They endured theſe hardſhips 
J ſeven full weeks, after which time they 
JT vere delivered by a Miracle on the 15th of 
8 Auguſt, as one of their Prieſts had foretold. 
| Before they were reduced to this narrow 
compaſs, they had ſent all their Boys and 
.& Servants out, to the number of betwixt 
three and four thouſand upon a Party, for 
A forrage, Theſe by the time - of their re- 
turn, found all the Avenues ſhut up. At 
| firſt they were upon thoughts of retiring 
and ſhifting for themſelves, until detained 
with the ſhame of abandoning their Ma- 
ſters without attempting their reliet, they 
4 took new courage and reſolutions to en- 
J deavour to force the Patlage. Being thus 
Janimated, having ſome Souldiers amongſ(t 
them, they drew up into as large a front as 
they could, extending their Wings to a 
Wereat diſtance, and advancing up within 
$iight of the Leagner upon that ſide where 
} the 2405ka runs, put themſelves into a po- 
Mſ{ture to paſs itz which they did without op- 
dpolition,and were receivedinto the Fortrels 
3 Q 4 with 
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with the acclamations of the Beſieged, and | 
the congratulations of their Maſters. The | 
Ruſſians had been ſurprized with this 
unexpected relief, as v & termed it 3 and | 
having had no room left in their appre- | 
henſions for the exerciſe of their courage, | 
concluded that the whole force of Poland | 
was at their backs; which obliged them © 
to quit their Trenches on that ſide of the | 
Town,and leaye an open and uninterrupt- | 
ed Paſlage for the Boys toenter at. The | 
Befieged taking the opportunity of their | 
Enemies fears, made a ſeaſonable Sally, | 
whereby they Teduced all thoſe Forts and | 
Out-works which had been formerly ta- | 
ken from them, enlarging their Quarters | 
to a more cormn 1nd] dious- diſtance, But all | 
this being conſidered by them but as a | 
ſmall intermiſſion of their miſeries, and no | 
ſolid Supply able to ſuſtain the farce of | 
all Mrkovy, they diſpatched Letters to | 

their King 1 in Poland with an account of | 
their condition, upbraiding his careleſs- 
neſs of their (: fity ; and declaring, that if 
bythe 6th of Jan, t heir Prince were not 
ſent to them, they would quit the place, | 
and come back to Poland to require their 
Arrears. The Chief Officers of the Poliſb 
Army, by a miſunderſtanding among 
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themſelves , contributed unhappily to the 
Service of the Kſſzans. Potockz Pali tine of 
Brachlaw was lett Governour and Com- 
mander of the Forces about $-zolersko; but 


' he couid nat ſuffer that Charles Chodkiewi- 


cis Lieutenant-General of the Lithuanian 
Army ſhould be ſent to proſecute the Re- 
liques of the Maskovitiſh War, as to the 
poſſeſſion of the Imperial Seat, towards 
the gaining of which he had contributed 
little z and reckomng upon this asa De- 
{igne fit to be reſerved for his own Con- 
duct, he managed all his Counſels accord- 
ingly : and though Cho4kzevits was, mau- 
greall his contrivements, marked out for 
the Seryice of A/#5ko, yet the enraged Po- 
tockz perverted ſome of his Chiet Offi- 
cers, and as 1t happened there was a con- 
currence of Cauſes to thwart the Pol;ſþ In- 
tereſt : for upon the 15th of ArgufF, it 
ſeemed more than probable that the 14#5- 
kovites being hotly purſued, might have 
been driven out of the City, but that an 
old Calonel amongſt the Poles conlider- 
ing it they ſhould improve this Succeſs ta 
the utmolt, there would be nothing lett 
for their General Chodkiewits to do (upon 
whom this Colonel had a particular de- 
pendance, and it {cems conſulted his Glo- 


iy 
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ry more than the Common Good ) and 
therefore difſlwaded his Party from preſ- 
fing their Fortune upon an apprehenſion 
of ſome ſuppoſed dangers. In the mean 
time Chodkzevits being deſign'd for the re- 
lief of the place,marcht thither with an Ar- 
my ; but the fame of his ſevere Diſcipline 
flying thither before him, and augmented 
by the envy of his 11|-willers, begot a very 
great prejudice in the minds of the Sould1- 
ers againſt him,and an averſion for him 3 fo 
that they upon his arrival diſputed his 
Commands, :and looking upon all his Pro- 
poſals with an eye of diftidence, would not 
be engaged upon any more Salhies 3 but as if 
they had placed a Religion 1n the pertor- 
mance of their former Letter to the King, 
they quitted the Palace upon the ſixth of 
Jar. as they had before declared. 

They lett indeed the Sapihar Regiment 
in Garriſon behind them , but upon the 
Temptation of vaſt advantages. Theſe had 
the reſt ofthe Crown-Jewels put into their 
hands, as caution for their pay : which 

ewels conſiſted of two Crowns of Gold 
richly beſet with Jems, a Scepter of Uni- 
corns-Horn likewiſe gloriouily adorned 
with Jewels; two whole Unicorns-horns, 


and another half cut; the Great Dukes 
F Saddle 


| 
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Saddle embroy dered with Pearl and Golds ; 
two Hats wrought with Diamonds, with 
the Scepter and Golden Apple,both inrich- 
ed with pretious Stones of huge value. 
And having ordered the Afﬀeairs of the Fort 
at this rate, they choſe one Joſeph Cieclin- 
5k; for their General, and appointing him 
a new Council of War, they quitted the 
place, notwithſtanding the Kings Com- 
mands, and the intreaties and threats of 
their Officers to the contrary, and marched 
direaly into Poland, being 7000 eftettive 
Horſe ; and being arrived at Leopolzs,made 
that cha Head-Quarters - and diſtribu- 
ting their Troops 1nto the ſeveral Palati- 
nates of the leſſer Poland, they feifed upon 
the Kings Domains, and the Eccleſiaſtical 
Revenues, which were very great, under 
pretence of their Arrears due from the 
Commonwealth. But to retura to Mrs- 
ko which they had quitted ; the Sapihar 

Regiment which they had left there, was 
reinforced and rea{lurecd by the acceſs of 
freſh Troops brought thither by the two 
Konickspols kis from Smolensko ; out they 
were followed by an envy among(t the 
Great Officers, as their eval Genius. Po- - 
Fockz led on by his Ambition, which had 

an influence upon all his Councils, having 


ſuffered 
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ſuffered affairs to run up to a pitch of de- 
ſperation, judged it a fit time for him to 
ſtep 1n to the preſervation of the place; in 
order whereto, he ſent his Kinſman N7cho- 
las Struſizs with part of the Smolenskiar 
Foot, as moſt proper for the Service in 
Garriſon. The Patlage along the Ri- 
ver Moſcha was kept open all this time, 
whereby they were able to receive in their 
ſupplies of Men and Vicuals in ſpite of the 
Beltegers; but their diviſions and emula- 
tions within growing up to a height, gave 
the Anſſtars the opportunity to perfect 
their Line by blocking up that Paſlage. 
Not long after,the Sapihar Regiment con- 
{i{ting of 4000 Horſe, debauched likewiſe 
by the ſame ſpirit of Mutiny, forſook Chod- 
hiowits, and chuſing one John Zalinski to 
Command them by the Title of Marfhal , 
took the opportunity of breaking through 
the Enemies Leaguer, and marching into 
Lithuania, ſcated themſelves at Breſtia, 
where they fixed ; dividing the neighbour- 
Palatinates, the Kings Revennes, and the 
Eccleſiaſtical Incomes as a ſubliſtance for 
themſelves, till their Arrears were paid. 
The Commonwealth of Poland being pro- 
voked by theſe repeated infovlencies of 
their Souldiers, failed not to charge their 

| King 
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King with the cauſes of them, in not per- 
nitting his Son to go to 1/wks, which he 
was now inclined to; and though dilato- 
ry in his nature, reſolved now. to brin 

him thither in Perſon. The Confederate 
Horſe which had formerly deſired Ula- 
diſlaws with ſo much heat, and in which 
the King confided moſt, refuſed now to 
ſtir, and change their repoſe and affluence 
of all things, for penury and new toils. $- 
giſmmnd however, with what Forces he 
could get together, came to-;/a the Me- 
tropolis of Lithuania, where two German 
Regiments of Foot were newly arrived 3 
from thence he went by {low Marches to 
Smolensko, where encountring with new 
difficulties, he was at a ſtand for the pro- 
ſecution of his Deſign: 'for the Horſe 
which quartered there ( his beſt hopes) re- 
fuſed to march with him till their Arrears 
were paid them. The diſpute was unſea- 
ſonable to the Kings Affairs, who wanted 
Monies to anſwer their demands , and 
ſtrength to exaCt their Obedience, He 
therefore had recourſe to entreaties, and 
the temptation of fair Promiſes ( notonl 

Arrears, but Rewards) which having no 
impreſſion upon their hardened natures, 
the King was forced to march with his 


Guards 


- _— 
Guards onely, and a few Light-Horſe 3 
though he was after overtaken by twelve 
hundred of thoſe Horſe, who , perſwa- 
ded by ſome Officers moſt in credit with 
them, not to expoſe their King now up- 
on the Criſis of his Afﬀairs , but to ſigni- 
fie to the world by that Act of Obedience 
both their Loyalty and Courage. Theſe 
being overcome by ſuch Arguments, 
warched after the King to Yiaſna, midway 
betwixt Smolenskho and Muxko, where 
Chodkiovits allo with his Forces joyned 
the Royal Army;  _— 

It happened (and I would not omit 2 
circumſtance that carried noiſe with it 
cat the Portcullis of the Kings Gate art 
Smolensko through which 87gi/mund 
was to go, fell down at that inſtant, fil- 
ling up the Paſlage with its bulk, in fo 
much that it could not be removed by any 
force, ſo that he was forced to turn back 
and go another way ; which was eſteemed 
by ſome as an inauſpicious Oe; that the 
*Royal way to the Empire of 14»ko ſhould 
"not be opened by him. During theſe 
Traverſes at Court and in the Camp, the 
Siege is preſſed on at 14#5ko with more 
fervour than before. Chodkziewits weak- 
ned with the departure of the Sapihare 
| Horlſe, 
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_ Horſe, could not ſuffice to hinder their ap= 
proaches, wanting Foot to oppoſe theit 
raiſing of Sconces and Redoubts, where- 
with they very much ſtreightned the Ca- 


ſtle. However, he did in ſpite of them 


bring 1n, by the Aid of his Horſe, ſupplies 
of Proviſion for the Garriſon that whole 
Summer ; and in September, though all 
ways of communication were obſtructed, 
and the Garriſon reduced to extreme want, 


he forced the Guards by that way which 


he had formerly entred, and brought in a 
{mall quantity of Proviſions ; which bear- 
ing no proportion with the neceſſities of 
1 the place, hemade a new ſupply of four 
; . hundred Waggons laden with all manner 
of neceſlaries, which he attempted to 
put into the Caſtle by the ſame way of 
the River, where the Mukovites oppo» 
ſed him with their whole Power. The 
diſpute was long and obſtinate, where 
the Poliſh Horſe were much inconve- 
nienced by th. diſadvantages of rubbiſh, 
and other diincultie that hindered them 
1 to ecffet what they had ſo bravely in- 
\ tended. S#ruſizs was blamed for not ha- 
ving advanced with his Foot to. the re- 
{cue of the Horſe which fought 1o m_ 

ut

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but whatever the fault was, all hopes of 
Conquering the Ay{ſzar Enipire vaniſhed 
with this diſgrace ; and all the fruit of fo 
many Victories, of ſo much Blood, and 
of ſo much Treaſure as had been expend- 
ed in this War, was loſt in the misfortune 
of that day : for before Chodkzevicius 


could gather new Proviſions, and open a | 


Paſſage to the Caſtle now more carefully 
fortified and warded than formerly ; the 
Beſieged having conſumed every thing 
that was edible; eaten all their Horſes, 
Cats, Dogs, Rats, Mice; Leather, Covers 


of Books and Trunks, and whatever elſe | 


they could deviſe to get into their Sto- 


-machs,proceeded to humane fleſh, ready to | 


feed upon one another,as if they had pre- 
ferred that to a ſurrender : but the latter 
-prevailed at laſt over their ob(tinacie, and 
they yielded themſelves and the place up 
at diſcretion. 


The King was at Yiaſ7a when news of | 


this fatal Surrender reacht him; and being 


'by that time become ſenſible of this great | 


-blow to his Afﬀairs and Intereft ; he con- 
-fulted what was to be done ; whether to 
retire as from a baffled deſigne, or to ad- 
vance further,upon a computation that the 
Ldus- 
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 Mnthovites being yet 1n diſorder, might 
be over-awed by the preſence of him 
and his Army, and might thereby be 1n- 
duced to receive his Son for Emperor; at 
leaſt he propoſed to himſelf an advanta- 
peous Peace : and this latter Counſel 
prevailing, he continued his March till 
he arrived at Fedorouſcum 5 and Com- 
manding the Swolenskzc;2 Horſe to pro- 
ceed forward , they advanced to the ve- 
ry Walls of 24:40; but inſtead of any 
Parley, or other addreſs to them, they 
were received with ſhot from the City, 
and a furious Salley, which obliged them 
to draw off to places of more ſafety. The 
King was likewiſe atſappointed in his ex- 
pectation , the Country ſtanding upon 
their Guards, as having an Enemy 1n their 
Bowels; carried all their Proviſions into 
Garriſons and fenced Places; in ſo much 
that what with that, 'and the impreſitons 
of the Winter, he was much diſtreſſed 
for Forrage for his Horſe; and being ob- 
liged to he 1n the Field, it was more than 
his Army could endure in that ſeaſon. The 
Poles enraged at this evil poſture of their 
Afﬀairs, and to revenge the Indignity, as 
they called it, aſſaulted the Town of Yo- 
R. loc,

loc, but 1n vain ; fo that having no choice 


left them, they returned back by the way - 


of Smolentho into Poland. And thus 
ended the Expedition of King S7giſmmnd, 
the Election of V/adi/laws,and the untor- 
tunate Endeavours of the two Demetri- 
5's, the cauſes of ſo many Viciflitudes and 

Calamities. | 
The Mu5kovites being by the retreat of 
the Poles reſtored to a ſtate of quietnels, 
conſulted the ſettlement of their Empire, 
by ſuch an Election as might beſt tend to 
it : and having looked about them for a 
fit Perſon to place upon the Throne of 
their ſhattered Dominions, the univerſal 
Suffrage fell upon Afchael Federowics, 
Son to the Patriarch of AKoſftock, who 
was at that time detained Prifoner in 
. Marieburg-Caſltle ; Him they Crowned 
with one of the Diadems which they 
found amongſt the Rapines of the Poles ; 
fought conſtantly for him, and forced the 
Enemy, after many and Bloody Conflicts, 
to abdicate their pretended Dominion o- 
ver them, and to emancipate them from 
the Sacrament of that Oath which they 
had Sworn to Prince Uladiſlaws. That 
ſame Winter, to ſtrike at the Root of De- 
| metrins 
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metrins his Pretenſions, they attempted 
His Remnant enquartered about Calzea. 
The Cof/acks being overcome by the Mus- 
kovites Gold , delivered the unfortunate 
Marina with her Son into their hands ; 
who, to deſtroy all Colour of future 
Claims from that Intereſt,made the Water 
her Grave,thruſting her and her Son under 
the Ice, into that deſtroying Element, 
| where ſhe and her hopes ſunk together ; as 
ifnothing leſs than an Ocean could ſuffice to 
ſatisfie the thirſt of her Ambition. I am not 
Ignorant that Kobzerzickizs in his Hiſtory 
of V/adi/laws deliyers,that ſhe was {trang- 

led by the Great Dukes Command, and 
her Son hanged. However it was, ſhe was 
a Lady of an immenſe Spirit, and great- 
neſs of Mind above her Sex. All other 
conſiderations 1n her , pave place to her 
aſpwring thoughts, which fwayed her as 
the only Pilot of her Soul. The deſire of 
Empire did 1o eat out her joys, that ſhe 
was ſeldom happy z and though her Mil- 
fortunes were not of a4 common rank, yet 
the greatneſs of' her Conſtancie as well as 
Courage, {cemec to brave them. She ab- 
horred the thought of bcing treated in her 
loweſt Condition at a leſs rate than as Em- 
R 2 prels; 
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reſs : upon which ſcore it was obſerved, 
that ſhe ihghted the Letters of a near Kinſ: 
man, who coming with King Sigiſmund 
1ato Murkovy, judged it fit to adviſe her, 
that ſhe ſhould caſt her ſelf upon the Kings 
Clemencie : But ſhe reflecting upon the 
omiſſion of her Titles ( which 'tis like her 
Kinſman forbore upon an accompt ot free- 
dom, and not to perplex his Paper with 


hard Names) anſwered, She did not douvt, 
but that God the Avenger of Tnjuries, would 


be yet propitious to her affliFions : She 
ſaid nothing of the King, as not approving 


of his coming into Az:kgvy 3 but com- ; 


plaining of the omiſſion of her Titles, 
added with her own hand, That what God 
had iluminated,conld not be obſcured ;, a 

that the SUN, however ſome ti mes 0Verc aj , 
with thick Clands could never be to 
deprived of his lob ; and _ The 
Empreſs Marina. Some time aſter, {he re- 
Jected with ſcorn the oiicr that che 1.109 


made her Ruſband and hcr, of ! oy fair Go- 


vernments of $azbore and Gro vAners, Pro- 
vided they would not opp-ic ame i in his 
Conqueſt of the Empire, iu ing þ him this 


anſwer : : That the King ſheuld deliver Cra- 
covie to Demetrius , and ne migiit in re- 
Turn 
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turn receive Warlovie from his Great 
Dake. But ſhe 1s now overwhelmed in 
another Deluge beſides that of her grief. 
And the brave, though unconſtant Zaruc- 
ki, who had adhered to her Fortunes, fal- 
ling likewiſe into the hands of the. Great 
Duke, was 1mpalled ; ſhutting up the Tra- 
gedy of his Miſtrels by his own death. 

And now the Competitorſhip upon the 
accompt of the Blood Royal ſeemed to 
have extinguiſhed : but as if to be Dexze- 
trizs were to beimmortal, and that he had 
not been lain, but reſcued yet again; an 

| i1nconſiderable Scrrivener, by what induce- 
ment {way d to it 15 unknown, gave him- 
{elf out to be Dexzetrizs the Son of Fohr 
Baſlirs ; and that betides his deliverance 
at UVelecz aud Mx5ko, he had yet this far- 
; ther Miracle of his preſervation at Calnga. 
The Fellow being of a ready Tongue, and 
, ſubtle, got together ſome hundreds of men, 
ſuch whom the War had 1ndiſpoſed to any 
thing of labour. And to theſe there flock- 
- ed all the Vagabonds, Bandites, and 1dle 
$ perſons, the excrements of their late Dy- 
$ {entions, that propoſed to themſelves any- 
- advantage trom Rapine and Plunder, His 
-| numbers being by this means increaſed to 
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the bulk of a conſiderable Party, he cauſed a 
Manifeſt to be publiſhed of his Birth and ſe- 
veral Deliverances, invited all his Loyal 
Subjects (as he ſtiled them) to that Obedt- 
ence which they owed to him as Great 
Duke of Mwskovy, the only ſurviving If- 
fie of Joh Baſhilixs. And to put the more 
countenance upon his Impoſture, he march- 
ed with his Force to Novogrod, from 
thence to Fama, and on to Dyarogrod, 
where he was by the giddy multitude re- 
ceived, honoured, and owned as the un- 
doubted Demetrizs Great Duke of Mus- 
Rowvy. Having proceeded ſucceſsfully in 
this great Attempt, he ailumed yet more 
ſtate : and to give a becoming Reputa- 
tion to his pretenſions, he diſpatched an 
Embaily to Swedern,to ſollicite aids againſt 
the Treachery and ill-dealing of his Sub- 
jects, who contrary to all Law Humane 
and Divine, had ſet up another upon his 
Throne. King Charles ſurprized with 
this Addreſs, could not fatishie his Won- 
der, not ceaſing to admire how that Dexe- 
trizs who had been fo often iJain, ſhould 
now ſurvive, to demand his aſſiſtance. But 
reſolving not to be abuſed or impoſed up- 
on, he diſpatched Petreixs as his Embal- 
ſadar 
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fador to Iwanogrod, with Letters of Cre- 
dence, and Power to conclude ;- but firſt 
exactly to inform himſelf of the truth of 
all things : And if he found this Perſon 
to be that real Demetrizs, who had been 
acknowledged, Crowned, and Sworn to 
at Mysko,then to give him all encourage- 
ment of Supplies for the regaining of his 
Rights, and bringing his Subjeds to their 
due Obedience. Petreizs being atrived at. - 
Ivanogrod, could get no Pon Arid from 

this new Duke : for he being advertiſed 
that the Embaſſador had formerly ſeen the 
murthered Demetrizs both in Poland and 
| Mwusho,would by no means admit ofhim in- 
to his Preſence ; but pretending an indiſ- 
poſition in point of health,referred himto 
his Council to treat with him, and that 
he himſelf ( hoping he might in a few days 
be fit for buſineſs ) would ratifie the Trea- 
ty in Perſon, The Swed:z/þ Embaſſador 
anſwered, that the King his Maſter defired 
toenter into a ſtrict League with the Great 
Duke, and had therefore given him ſome 
particular Commands , which he was to 
communicate to his Highneſs in Perfon 3 
but ſince 1t was not conliſtent with his 
health to receive him into his preſence ( he 
being

being reſtrained by his Inſtructions not to 
entruft his Maſters Secrets to any other ) 
would return for Swedez; not doubting, 
but if the Great Duke ſhould think fit to 
fend his Embaſlador thither ; but that the 
_ King his Maſter would be ready to com- 
ply with all his Honorable Deſignes and 
Deſires. And thus Petre;z#s having ended 
hi Negotiation, left the place ; gathering 
from the refuſal of Demetrizs to admit 
him into his Prefence, and from other Ob- 
ſervations made by him, that he was only 
a fictitious Perſon, who had aſſumed a 


Name and Title wherewith he had nothing 
to do. 


But he having by this time got together / 


a Force, which might well enough bear 
the reputation of an Army,took the Field ; 


and upon the 24th of Jure faced Pleſchow, | 
a conſiderable place ; which being ſummo- . 


ned in the Name of the Great Duke Deme- 
frizs, was upon the point of ſurrendring ; 
when the Mwrkovitiſh Army advancing, he 
* madea haſty retreat, leaving behind him 
' hisCannon, and moſt of his Baggage ; and 
being followed by them, he hardly eſca- 


ped to Twanogrod. The Ryſſzans having 
with fo much eaſe, and without a blow, 
| diſperſed | 
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diſperſed this new Army, careleſs of pro- 
fecuting the ſucceſs further, retired. Where- 
upon the Inhabitants of Pleſcow diſpatch- 
ed their Deputies to Iwarogrod, with an - 
humble offer to this P/* erdo- Demetrias' of 
their Town ani! Services,as their Princeand 
Sovereign. He over- joy'd with this unex 
pected Succeſs, went immediately away fob 
Pleſcow with the Embaſladors ; where he 
was received with all the. imaginable .dc- 
monſtrations' of Joy, Honor, and Obedt- 
ence. He'tranſported with -this Progrels 
in his Afﬀairs, and not cavable of inpþro- 
ving the ſame to his advantige,vave himſelf 
up+'to all manner of licentioutnefs and Inte, 
violating i many of the- Prime Citiz#as 
Wives and Daughtersjand:proceeding trom 
otie: degree of 'Debauchery t5- another, he 
let looſe the Reins to _ Party, who bly 
his Example committed all manner ot In- 
folencies and Villanies upon the people. 
The Pleſcovites tired out, and provoked 
with the barbarous behavionr of their 
Prince, took Arms, beat is Guat _ m 
forced hintta. fly the City for His laſery, 
The Coffacks ſeeing him ti hus forfaxen a 
all, reſolved alſo to leave hit m 3 but ſome 
of them more adviſed, conſidered of {c1- 
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zing upon his Perſon, | whereby they mighty 


the better make their own peace. He ad- 
vertiſed of this Deſigne, being well mount. 
ed, clapped Spurs to his Horſe ; and had, 
undoubtedly eſcaped their hands, but that 
he was overtaken by an Arrow out of a 


 Coſack-Bowe, which wounded him in the 


ſhoulder. Hereupon he was taken ; and 
being bound hand and foot, was ſent to 
Pleskow, and from thence to Mxsko, where 


he was tied by a great Chain to one of 


the Gates, remaining there an object of 


ſcornand reproach toall the world, until 


ſhame and infamy. 


the Coronation of Michael Federowics, 
by whoſe Command this laſt Pſexdo-De- 
metring, the fictitious Son of Jo.
